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ENGLISH FICTION: 1955-56 
WALTER ALLEN 


NOT six months before the period under review began, Sir Harold Nicolson, 
in his weekly article in The Observer, announced the death of the novel: the 
future, he told us, belonged to history and biography. These are, it is true, 
the prose forms for which our age is especially distinguished, but they are 
forms very different from those of fiction, deriving from a different kind of 
curiosity in both writers and readers. History and fiction are not in com- 
petition, and delight in one does not preclude delight in the other. If the 
novel is dead or dying, it is plain that novelists themselves are the last people 
to be aware of it, for they go on writing novels; and, as if to rebuke Sir 
Harold’s prediction, 1955 turned out to be a good year in English fiction. 

It opened brilliantly with a highly original work, Nigel Dennis's Cards 
of Identity (Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s.), the most considerable attempt at 
a sizeable and serious satire we have had for several years. Mr. Dennis 
seems to see contemporary man as essentially lacking in identity, or at 
least uneasily deprived of his sense of it and uneasily aware that there is no 
constant factor in his conception of himself. The author establishes his 
case and presents his satirical types of contemporary man with wit, real 
comic invention and considerable literary virtuosity: a most exhilarating 
and hard-hitting as well as hard-headed satire. And then, before the year 
was out, we had Wyndham Lewis’s terrifying The Human Age (Methuen, 
30s.), the long-awaited sequel to his vision of judgment, The Childermass, 
published in 1928 (2nd edition 1956, 25s.). A work of fiction is rare that 
arouses in the reader even thoughts of comparison with Dante and the 
tragic Swift of the final book of Gulliver’s Travels: The Human Age does 
exactly this. 


It was the high peak of achievement in fiction in 1955; but there were 
other distinguished novels by writers old and young. None was more 
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eagerly discussed than Graham Greene’s The Quiet American (Heinemann, 
13s. 6d.), which, whether or not it was a fair dramatisation of American 
policy in world affairs, was certainly a wonderfully and horrifyingly vivid 
picture of the war in Indo-China. Another brilliant picture of war, this 
time of the evacuation of Crete by the British in 1941, was contained in 
Evelyn Waugh’s Officers and Gentlemen (Chapman & Hall, 12s. 6d.), the 
sequel to his Men at Arms: some critics were disappointed by the novel, but 
it contained at least one splendid comic character in the genuine Waugh 
tradition, Corporal-Major Ludovic. 


The Acceptance World (Heinemann, 12s. 6d.) gave us another instalment 
of Anthony Powell’s work in progress, The Music of Time: once again a 
probing analysis of London life between the wars, with the ungracious, 
humourless, formidable and yet comic figure of the careerist Widmerpool 
becoming increasingly dominant. The inimitable Ivy Compton-Burnett 
delighted her admirers with another of her exposures—half-Ibsen, half- 
Congreve—of upper-class family life at the beginning of the century in 
Mother and Son (Gollancz, 12s. 6d.). Elizabeth Bowen’s A World of Love 
(Cape, 10s. 6d.), her first novel for several years, was a characteristic work, in 
which she returned to the Irish scene of her early novels, but was somewhat 
disappointing in its comparative slightness. 

For the first time for many years we had a new novel from David Garnett, 
the charming and mellow Aspects of Love (Chatto & Windus, 8s. 6d.). 


Aldous Huxley also produced his first work of fiction for a number of 
years in The Genius and the Goddess (Chatto & Windus, 7s. 6d.): a long short 
story, it continued, as wittily and learnedly as ever, its author’s exploration 
of the relation between the flesh and the spirit. The late Joyce Cary ended 
his Chester Nimmo trilogy with Not Honour More (Michael Joseph, 12s. 6d.), 
a novel set in the time and circumstances of the General Strike of 1926 and 
told from the point of view of Jim Latter. Other work from our senior 
novelists included Nigel Balchin’s The Fall of The Sparrow (Collins), R. C. 
Hutchinson’s The Stepmother (Cassell, 12s. 6d.), L. A. G. Strong’s Deliverance 
(Methuen, 12s. 6d.) and L. P. Hartley’s A Perfect Woman (Hamish Hamilton, 
12s. 6d.). 


In Homer’s Daughter (Cassell, 10s. 6d.), Robert Graves gave us his 
characteristically iconoclastic version of the life of Homer’s Nausicaa and 
the origins of the Trojan War. In God and My Right (Faber, 15s.), Alfred 
Duggan retold the story of Thomas of Canterbury. 


Two masters of the story published volumes marked by all their old 
distinction: the late Walter de la Mare with A Beginning and Other Stories 
(Faber, 12s. 6d.) and H. E. Bates with The Daffodil Sky (Michael Joseph, 
12s. 6d.). Another fine collection, from a writer whose work we see too 
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rarely, was Winter in the Air, by Sylvia Townsend Warner (Chatto & 
Windus, 13s. 6d.). 

Several of what I suppose must be called the middle generation of our 
novelists increased their reputations. Gerald Hanley’s Drinkers of Darkness 
(Collins, 12s. 6d.) gave us once again a richly coloured but sombre study of 
settler-life in East Africa. Norman Lewis’s The Day of the Fox (Cape, 12s. 6d.) 
was a moving rendering of life in a Spanish fishing village. A very different 
rendering of Spain appeared in John Lodwick’s The Starless Night (Heine- 
mann, 1ys.). Mexico was the scene of Arthur Calder-Marshall’s fine tragic 
novel, Occasion of Glory (Cape, 13s. 6d.). In The Doves of Venus (Heinemann, 
13s. 6d.), Olivia Manning gave us, with the subtlety and nuance we expect 
of her, a notable picture of contemporary London with a young woman 
painter at its centre. Elizabeth Montagu’s The Small Corner (Heinemann, 
12s. 6d.) was also highly praised. 

There were some admirable first novels during the year. D. J. Enright, 
already well known as a poet, published Academic Year (Secker & Warburg, 
12s .6d.), a picture of life in Alexandria as seen by a young English university 
lecturer. Peter Forster’s The Primrose Path (Longmans, 12s. 6d.) was a 
courageous and almost successful attempt to capture the strictly contempor- 
ary London scene. Honor Croome, well known as an economist, wrote a 
very sensitive account of girlhood in a Swiss school in The Mountain and 
the Molehill (Chatto & Windus, 12s. 6d.). John Bayley’s In Another Country 
(Constable, 12s. 6d.) was an ironical and allusive study of life among young 
British officers in Germany. Brian Moore’s Judith Hearne (Deutsch) was a 
relentless analysis of a middle-aged spinster living in middle-class Belfast. 

There remain the two great hopes who appeared in the year before, 
Kingsley Amis and John Wain. In That Uncertain Feeling (Gollancz, 13s. 6d.), 
set in a coastal town in South Wales, Kingsley Amis more than fulfilled the 
promise of Lucky Jim. Wain’s Living in the Present (Secker & Warburg, 
12s. 6d.), alas, proved a disappointment. 

One of the earliest successes of 1956 was a first novel, though the first 
novel of a mature writer, Sybille Bedford’s A Legacy (Weidenfeld & 
Nicolson, 15s.), a remarkable evocation of pre-1914 German society. Side 
by side with it may be set a novel that appeared much later in the year but 
also dealing with cosmopolitan society in the early years of the century, this 
time in Italy, the anonymous Madame Solario (Heinemann, 16s.). There 
were indeed some excellent novels written by women during the year. 
Iris Murdoch increased her great reputation with The Flight from the 
Enchanter (Chatto & Windus, 15s.), though its mixture of symbolism and 
slapstick mystified some readers. In Retreat to Innocence (Michael Joseph, 
15s.), Doris Lessing left her usual Rhodesian scene in order to describe 
with much perception, a love-affair between a young English girl and a 
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middle-aged political refugee. It is unlikely that a funnier novel appeared 
than Honor Tracy’s picture of contemporary Ireland, The Straight and 
Narrow Path (Methuen, 12s. 6d.). Pamela Hansford Johnson’s The Last 
Resort (Macmillan, 15s.), an analysis of a woman’s attempts to obtain 
emotional security, was a very distinguished work. Storm Jameson’s The 
Intruder (Macmillan, 13s. 6d.) was an admirable study of the rootlessness and 
restlessness of modern life. 

Mary Renault’s The Last of the Wine (Longmans, 16s.), a re-creation of 
Athens in the time of Socrates, was deservedly highly praised. 

Of our older novelists, Wyndham Lewis published The Red Priest 
(Methuen, 15s.), which was generally found disappointing. Not so, how- 
ever, Sir Compton Mackenzie’s Thin Ice (Chatto & Windus, 13s. 6d.), a 
departure from his recent fiction in that it was a study, limpid and compas- 
sionate, of a homosexual. J. C. Powys’s The Brazen Head (Macdonald, 
18s.) was entirely characteristic of its author: learned, mystical, passionate, 
it was a massive re-creation of the Middle Ages and of the Franciscan scientist 
and philosopher Roger Bacon. In The Sleepless Moon (Michael Joseph, 15s.) 
H. E. Bates wrote, with his accustomed grave beauty of style, a tragedy of 
small country-town frustration. 


The most widely discussed novel of the year was probably Angus Wilson’s 
Anglo-Saxon Attitudes (Secker & Warburg, 15s.). It impressed because of its 
very ambition; the gallery of characters was large, the plot complex: Angus 
Wilson was aiming obviously at restoring to our fiction the extensiveness 
and contrast of social scenes and types we find in the nineteenth-century 
novel. William Golding, in Pincher Martin (Faber, 15s.), concentrated on a 
single character, a man shipwrecked on an Atlantic rock reliving his selfish 
life, a novel presenting a vision of judgment that many reviewers thought a 
falling off after his two earlier novels. C. P. Snow, with Homecomings 
(Macmillan, 15s.), resumed his Strangers and Brothers series, with Lewis Eliot 
himself at the centre of the canvas: a fascinating rendering of the discon- 
tinuity between the public person and the man within and of the shut-in 
nature of adult suffering. 

William Cooper set the action of Disquiet and Peace (Macmillan, 15s.) in 
Edwardian England to point his theme, the difficulty of understanding those 
we love. In Image of a Society, (Deutsch, 13s. 6d.) Roy Fuller used to excellent 
effect a large commercial concern in the north of England as the unity of 
his novel and produced an admirably realised study of human relations. In 
The Loving Eye (Hogarth Press, 13s. 6d.), William Sansom wrote his best 
novel for several years, in which his passion for minute observation of the 
fabric and texture of things, of the London scene especially, was given full 
and satisfying scope. His, too, was one of the best collections of short stories 
of the year, A Contest of Ladies (Hogarth Press, 13s. 6d.). 
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Was there a falling off during the year in the standard of first novels? One 
at least was brilliant: James Kennaway’s Tunes of Glory (Putnam), a picture 
of military life which, set in the barracks of a Highland regiment, portrayed 
the clash between two of its senior officers. 


In this report on the English fiction of two years I have confined myself 
entirely to novels written by native British writers. In doing so, I have 
perhaps been both over-scrupulous and less than fair. For, even leaving out 
the novel in English from America, the English novel is no longer limited 
to the British. If, as seems unlikely, the novel is dying in England, we have 
had, during the past two years, exciting enough work from Australia, South 
Africa and the West Indies to realise that it is on the verge of maturity in the 
countries of the British Commonwealth. 


Walter Allen, novelist, critic and broadcaster, is the author of The English Novel: A Short 
Critical History (1954). His novels include Blind Man’s Ditch (1939), Rogue Elephant (1946) and 
Dead Man Over All (1950).

British Commonwealth, Dominion, Colonial and Foreign publications. It contains 
an alphabetical list of British newspapers and periodicals; a classified list by subjects; 
and indexes to provincial newspapers and local publications arranged by counties 
and towns. Dominion, Colonial and foreign publications are given alphabetically by 
country, and there are miscellaneous items of general interest. (016-05)

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


THE NATURE OF METAPHYSICS. Edited by D. F. Pears. Macmillan, 
128.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 170 pages. 
This little book originated in a series of talks broadcast in the Third Programme of 
the B.B.C. All except one of the contributors are from Oxford: students of modern 
philosophical technique may be interested to discern in what respect the Oxford 
approach differs, if at all, from that of other British universities. Beginning and 
ending with a general consideration of the nature of metaphysics, the bulk of the 
book examines the relation between metaphysics and the sciences, history, ethics and 
other problems. The contributions are marked by a sobriety of tone which, given the 
bitter controversies of twenty years ago, suggests that British analytical philosophy 
is no longer prepared to dismiss metaphysics as summarily as it once did. (110) 


BEING AND NOTHINGNESS. An Essay on Phenomenological Ontology. 
Jean-Paul Sartre. Translated from the French with an introduction by Hazel E. 
Barnes. Methuen, 50s. 1957. 22 cm. 704 pages. Index. 

Every new movement of thought produces its official manifesto. Perhaps it is not an 

accident that one of the key-documents of the movement known as Existentialism 

should be of formidable dimensions. Professor Hazel Barnes of the University of 

Colorado has made an admirable translation of Sartre’s work, and the introduction 

of fifty pages is one of the most painstaking accounts of Existentialism to have 

appeared. To read this book is to be impressed by the enormous intellectual dynamism 
of its author, even though the French clarity is thickened by an ungainly Teutonic 
vocabulary. Those who admire the novels and plays of Sartre will be curious to learn 
more of their philosophical basis, while the student of philosophy will be impressed 
by the extent to which revolutionary ideas are provided with a traditional background.

RELIGION AND THE PSYCHOLOGY OF JUNG. Raymond Hostie. 
Sheed & Ward, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Just as the psychology of Freud seems to lead away from religion, so the psychology 

of Jung seems to lead towards it. Hence the number of sympathetic studies by 

theologians of Jung’s ideas. The merit of the present work is that it is by a student 
of psychology who has known Jung personally; the analysis is not less rigorous or 
critical for that. In brief compass the author examines the basis of analytical 
psychology, and then proceeds to lay bare the foundations of Jung’s religious thought. 

Emphasis is laid upon Jung’s vast knowledge of anthropology and history, his warm 

human sympathy, and his profound understanding of human nature. What Jung has 

never been able to accept is that the beliefs to which he attaches so much pragmatic 

importance might at the same time be true. (131-34) 


ENVY AND GRATITUDE. A Study of Unconscious Sources. Melanie 

Klein. Tavistock Publications, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 112 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This short book by the leader of one school of psycho-analysis gives original and 
illuminating insights into the part played by envy in the adult personality, especially 
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its effects in blocking creative work, and offers a theory of its genesis in very early 
infancy. This theory depends on deductions from clinical material of which un- 
fortunately only a little is reported, and the assumptions about infancy will strike 
many readers as projections back into infancy of experiences from later life. But, in 
spite of the barriers that the author’s theoretical conceptions and terminology create, 
the book communicates very valuable insights. (131-34) 


DISCUSSIONS ON CHILD DEVELOPMENT. A Consideration of 
the Biological, Psychological, and Cultural Approaches to the Understanding of 
Human Development and Behaviour. Editors: J. M. Tanner and Barbel Inhelder. 
Vols. 1 and 2. The Proceedings of the First and Second meetings of the World 
Health Organization Study Group on the Psychobioiogical Development of the 
Child, Geneva 1953 and London 1954. Tavistock Publications, 25s. and 28s. 1956 
and 1957. 22 cm. 240 : 272 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Volume I is a shortened version of recorded discussions among experts from several 

countries representing psychiatry and psycho-analysis, electrophysiology, biology, 

pediatrics, anthropology and the psychology of child development, who attended 
the Geneva meeting. Its value lies in the stimulating quality of the give and take 
among the contributors, the glimpses of current and projected research, and the 
fairly free speculation they permitted themselves. Readers at the level of advanced 
university students will find it of great value. Less informed readers will not easily 
discriminate between well-established conclusions and more speculative views. The 
book is dominated by the work of Grey Walter on electroencephalography in 
children, of Lorenz on behavioural development in young animals, and of Piaget's 
school on children’s cognitive development. The second volume is on the same plan 
as the first. This version of the 1954 discussions centres around ‘learning’ by the 
machines that stimulate living behaviour, experimentally induced stress and ‘neurosis’ 
in animals, and the effects on young children of early social experience. It is of 
advanced theoretical, not immediately practical, interest. (136-7) 


PERSPECTIVES IN PERSONALITY THEORY. Edited by Henry 
P. David and Helmut von Bracken. Tavistock Publications, 38s. 1957. 22 cm. 
448 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This collection of over twenty articles by North American and European psycho- 

logists shows something of the diversity of viewpoints among psychologists of 

different countries and schools in the study of personality, and it therefore has its use 
for students. With some exceptions, the contributions have not much intrinsic 
interest. Reports of bustling research activity, equally with abstract conceptual 
schemes of vast comprehensiveness, fai] to conceal the slightness of the advances 
made in this field in recent years. But for those who need to know about the topical 
controversies this book provides a useful short survey. (137) 


LEFT-HANDEDNESS. Laterality Characteristics and their Educational 
Implications. Margaret M. Clark. University of London Press, 15s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
230 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. (Scottish Council for Research in Education. 
Publications, No. 39) 

This survey of the characteristics of left-handed children and the educational 

implications of laterality contains a critical evaluation of former investigations into 

the subject, and an original study of laterality characteristics found in a group of some 


three hundred normal children. The author’s aims are to help parents of left-handed 
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children to understand more clearly the latter’s problems and, in view of the in- 
creasing interest in the subject, to make information about left-handedness more 
widespread.

EXISTENTIALISM FROM DOSTOEVSKY TO- SARTRE. 
Edited, selected and introduced by Walter Kaufmann. Thames & Hudson, 12s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 322 pages. Bibliography. 

Brief and crucial passages, assembled in rough chronological order, are taken from 

the works of Dostoevsky, Kierkegaard, Nietzsche, Rilke, Kafka, Jaspers, Heidegger 

and Camus. The selection is so arranged as to bring out the basic ideas which have 
gone to form the Weltanschauung of so many contemporary thinkers and writers. 

Some expositors of Existentialism stress the extent to which the various schools differ 

one from the other; the present symposium reveals a basic community of ideas between 

personalities otherwise markedly different. A secondary purpose of this work is to 

make available passages from books not always easily obtainable. (190) 


A STUDY OF GURDJIEFF’S TEACHING. Kenneth Walker. Cape, 
18s. 1957. 20 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
George Ivanovitch Gurdjieff, a Caucasian Greek, and his chief disciple, P. D. 
Ouspensky, left Russia in 1917. After spending some time in Constantinople, 
Gurdjieff settled in Paris where he founded the Institute for the Harmonious Develop- 
ment of Man. Ouspensky, helped by Dr. Maurice Nicoll, came to London. Kenneth 
Walker first studied with Ouspensky, then, after the death of this teacher, spent a 
year in Paris with Gurdjieff. Venture With Ideas gave a narrative account of Walker’s 
experiences with these two unusual and powerful men. In this new book, he sum- 
marises in masterly fashion the main points of the teaching which caught and held 
his allegiance and now has innumerable followers spread over the countries of 
Western Europe and the Americas. (190) 


SUBJECTIVITY AND PARADOX. J. Heywood Thomas. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 182 pages. Bibliography. 
Studies of the remarkable man who is regarded as the father of Existentialism appear 
with significant regularity. The distinguishing mark of the present study of 
Kierkegaard, apart from a welcome brevity, is that it is written by a thinker trained 
in the technique of analytical philosophy. There is an extremely interesting chapter 
on the historical background against which Kierkegaard formulated his seminal 
ideas: the influence of Hegel is particularly well assessed. This is followed by a study 
of Kierkegaard’s conception of subjectivity, and his idea of paradox which is in- 
separable from the notion of faith. From this book one gains the impression that the 
thought of so difficult a thinker is unlikely to yield greater clarity; but to Kierkegaard, 
as the author stresses, the meaning of faith is disclosed not in concepts but in the 
process of living. (198)

EARLY BIBLE ILLUSTRATIONS. A Short Study based on some 
Fifteenth and Early Sixteenth Century Printed Texts. James Strachan. Cambridge 
University Press, 18s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 178 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

A casual request for information about some of the woodcuts in the Great Bible of 

Henry VIII sent the author to the earliest illustrated Bibles and the earlier books of 

prints in an attempt to trace the derivations and development of the pictures in the 

Great Bible. In various libraries he studied German, Italian, Czech, French and Dutch 
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Bibles and related his findings to the history of the text and illustrations of the early 
English editions. A wealth of detail, not readily accessible elsewhere, makes this a 
useful work of reference, while the story of the quest and the many quaint and 
interesting prints give it a much wider appeal. (220-084) 


THE AUTHORITY OF SCRIPTURE. A Study of the Reformation 
and Post-Reformation Understanding of the Bible. J. K. S. Reid. Methuen, 25s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 286 pages. Indexes. 

The author, Professor of Theology in the University of Leeds, discusses the question 

of biblical authority which preoccupation with the Bible as literature easily obscures. 

First we have a sympathetic and competent survey of the attitude of Calvin, Lutheran 

and Reformed orthodoxy and the Roman Church to the conception of the Bible as 

divinely authoritative. Following an examination of Inspiration, Revelation, and the 
theology of the Word, the conclusion is reached that the authority of the Bible lies 
in its witness to the redeeming action of God in Jesus Christ and that both Old and 

New Testament have Christ as their one theme. (220-6) 


ISRAEL AND THE ARAMAEANS OF DAMASCUS. A Study in 
Archaeological Illumination of Bible History. Merrill F, Unger. James Clarke, 
21s. 1957. 22 cm. 198 pages. Maps. Index. 

This monograph by the Professor of Old Testament at Dallas Theological Seminary, 

Texas, was submitted for a doctorate at Johns Hopkins University and is now 

published under the auspices of the Evangelical Theological Society. The author 

traces the history of Damascus as far as it can be pieced together and treats in detail 
the relations between the Syrian and Jewish states. Full use is made of the archaeo- 
logical evidence, and the findings of modern scholars, particularly W. F. Albright, 
are incorporated. Some details apart, this is a useful supplement to standard histories 

of the period which may be commended to the student and the interested a

A COMMENTARY ON THE EPISTLE TO THE ROMANS. 
C. K. Barrett. Black, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 302 pages. Indexes. (Black’s New Testament 
Commentaries) 

The purpose of the series to which this commentary belongs is not only to provide a 

reliable exposition of the text but to bring out the religious and theological significance 

of each book in the New Testament. Dr. Barrett, of the University of Durham, is a 

scholar of outstanding distinction and in this work he shows, by his translation as 

well as by the introduction and notes, that he is able to interpret the Scriptures to the 
contemporary world. While this volume is a contribution to New Testament 
scholarship, it can be followed without difficulty by any serious student of the Bible. 

The exposition of the epistle is a model of lucidity. Guidance for further study is 

found in the footnotes. (227-1) 


LETTERS TO THE SEVEN CHURCHES. William Barclay. S.C.M. 
Press, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 128 pages. Indexes. 

The author, who is lecturer in New Testament language and literature in the 

University of Glasgow, believes that the book of Revelation can become not only 

intelligible but highly relevant to our own time once it is interpreted in the light of 

its background. Certainly by his graphic description of the seven cities and churches 

described in the letters of chapters 2 and 3 of ‘Revelation’ as well as his scholarly 
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expositions of the text of the letters, he has illumined many dark places, and non- 
specialist readers will be grateful for a lucid and balanced introduction to a much- 
neglected writing. (228) 


THE HIDDEN BOOKS. Selections from the Apocrypha for the General 
Reader. Based upon the King James Version. Adele Bildersee. Abelard-Schuman, 
1§8. 1957. 21 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 

In spite of the fact that the Apocryphal writings have been studied in detail by 

biblical scholars, they are largely unknown to the general reader. This book, edited 

by the Dean-Emeritus of Brooklyn College, U.S.A., should go far to kindle interest 
in the literature between the Testaments. The selection includes salient passages from 
the Apocrypha in contemporary English, although it is intended that the flavour of 
the King James version should be retained. Useful introductions are provided to the 
various selections and, where the text is obscure, an explanatory interpolation is 
inserted. (229) 


Newly translated and edited by 
George E. McCracken, in collaboration with Allen Cabaniss. S.C.M. Press, 35s. 
19$7. 23 cm. 430 pages. Indexes. (Library of Christian Classics, Vol. TX) 


SPIRITUAL AND ANABAPTIST WRITERS. Documents Illustrative 
of the Radical Reformation edited by George Huntston Williams and Evangelical 
Catholicism as Represented by Juan de Valdés edited by Angel M. Mergal. $.C.M. 
Press, 358. 1957. 23 cm. 422 pages. Bibliographies. Indexes. (Library of Christian 
Classics, Vol. XXV) 

Of these welcome additions to this important series the first contains selections from 

writings spanning the Early Middle Ages which are grouped according to subject 

matter: The nature of divine truth, God’s Word in Holy Scripture, The voice of the 
preacher, Ideals of the Priesthood. Among the writers from whom extensive extracts 
are taken are Vincent of Lerins, Ratramnus of Corbie, Gregory the Great, the 

Venerable Bede. Professor McCracken, of Drake University, lowa, contributes a 

general introduction that is too brief to be of great value, but the introductions to 

each selection, with the notes on the text, furnish useful guidance. The second volume 

is a collection of 16th century writings which, although little known today outside a 

company of scholars, at one time exercised considerable influence in certain Protestant 

circles. The first part, edited by Professor Huntston Williams of Harvard, contains 
selections drawn from the literature of the Radical Reformation with its three main 
groups—the Anabaptists proper, the Spiritualists and the Evangelical Rationalists. 

While all these groups resented what they held to be the opportunism of the 

Reformers and the alliance of Church and State, there were important differences 

between them, as these selections indicate. The second part, edited by Professor 

Mergal of Puerto Rico, introduces the reader to the works of the leading Spanish 

reformer of this period, Juan de Valdés. The general and special introductions, the 

notes and bibliographic. are to be highly commended. (230-09)

THE HOLY SPIRIT IN CHRISTIAN THEOLOGY. George S. 
Hendry. S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 128 pages. 

There is a dearth of satisfactory literature on the doctrine of the Holy Spirit, and 

although the present volume contains but a brief treatment, it may serve as the basis 

for fruitful study and further contributions. Dr. Hendry, who is Professor of 

Systematic Theology in Princeton Theological Seminary, U.S.A., endeavours to 
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examine the doctrine of the Holy Spirit with reference to Christ, God, the Church, 
the Word, and the human spirit. The thread of the argument is that the New Testa- 
ment knows of no work of the Spirit except in relation to the manifestation of Christ 
in history. (231-3) 


ENIGMA. A Study of Moral Rearmament. Sir Arnold Lunn. Longmans, 16s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 210 pages. Index. 
In this lively volume, Sir Arnold Lunn endeavours to reassess the Moral Rearmament 
movement and its contribution to the life of the modern world. He has made many 
visits to the headquarters at Caux and to other centres in different countries. The 
varied aspects of “Moral Rearmament’ have been closely observed and, as the result 
of his investigations and of contacts with its leading supporters, Sir Arnold, who is a 
Catholic, has come to the conclusion that, in spite of certain unattractive features, 
the movement is promoting peace in industry and strengthening the defence of 
freedom against Communism. (261) 


THE POWER AND SECRET OF THE JESUITS. René Fiilép-Miller. 
Translated from the German. Reprint. Peter Owen, 35s. 1957. 510 pages. Index. 
Since their foundation in the 16th century the Jesuits have exercised a profound 
influence on affairs; there is no part of the world and no moment of importance in 
which they were not active. They have, consequently, aroused much controversy, 
and though there are abundant histories of their Society few are as impartial as this 
study (originally published in 1929), the work of an Austrian scholar who is 
scrupulously fair and painstaking. Jesuits themselves will perhaps complain that in 
this account no attention is paid to the purely spiritual side of their life, but specialist 
and general reader alike will be fascinated by this enthusiastically written and erudite 
work, which makes exciting reading. (271-5) 


CHINA AND THE CROSS. Studies in Missionary History. Columba 
Cary-Elwes, O.S.B. Longmans, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The attempt to evangelise China is a story of more than merely religious interest; 

it is important for all concerned with the history of ideas because, through contacts 

with the missionaries, China made a profound impact on Western thought. The 
author of this new history is primarily concerned with the vicissitudes of the mission 
and his account is particularly useful because it brings the story down to contemporary 
times; although the work of a Roman Catholic, the book deals generally with 

Christian bodies in China and is written with charity and insight. The general reader 

interested in a by-way of history will find this an absorbing story of heroism, but it is 

not a scholarly work and the account of the important Jesuit mission of the 17th 

century is marred by inaccuracies. (275-1) 


WILLIAM WAKE, ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY 1657-1737. 
Norman Sykes. 2 vols. Cambridge University Press, 84s. the set. 1957. 23 cm. 
380: 296 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This long-awaited life of the rather enigmatic character who presided over the 

Church of England from 1716 to 1737 is a great event in both 18th century and 

church-historical studies. Professor Sykes, eminent in the former and facile princeps 

in the latter, writes with his accustomed easy amplitude of style: he has found little 
to say about Wake the man, but a good deal about the prelate, and a very great deal 
about his two special claims to greatness—the historical scholarship which culminated

in his State of the Church and Clergy, and the ecclesiastical statesmanship which directed 
both his valuable enunciation of the Anglican position, and his cirenical negotiations 
with the Gallican and Lutheran Churches abroad. (283-42) 


A HISTORY OF ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL and the Men associated 
with it. Edited by the Very Rev. W. R. Matthews and the Rev. W. M. Atkins. 
Phoenix House, 50s. 1957. 24 cm. 404 pages. Numerous illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The several parts of this collaborative work are of unequal value. Two of them are 

excellent and will be prized by historians as well as general readers. The first (up to 

1485), by Professor C. N. L. Brooke, is a gem of deep, lucid, humane scholarship; 

Dean Matthews’ autobiographical contribution is lively and full of interest. The 

other historical chapters are interesting cnough in their ways. Dr. E. F. Carpenter's 

(1485-1660) and Dr. A. Tindal Hart’s (1660-1831) are mostly anecdote, chronicle, 

and biography. Mr. Atkins (1831-1934) treads carefully in the footsteps of G. L. 

Prestige who wrote a ‘candid history’ (1831-1911) of the cathedral, and Mr. Martin 

S. Briggs gives a short history of the fabric. (283-421) 


PURITANISM IN THE PERIOD OF THE GREAT PERSECUTION, 
1660-1688. Gerald R. Cragg. Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 
336 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Cragg, already respected for his book From Puritanism to the Age of Reason, has 

here described, soberly and carefully, the course of the persecution of English 

Protestant nonconformists after the civil wars, and analysed the character of their 

sufferings and reactions. Readers sympathetic towards the subject will hardly fail 

to enjoy this book, and may indeed regret that only this persecution, in a century of 
many such, is studied. Historians will welcome it cautiously. It is unique, exact, and 
copious, but it discounts too readily the internal divisions of nonconformity, tends 
to overlook regional peculiarities, and lifts the religious experiences of the persecuted 
out of their total experiences of life. (285-9) 


PREHISTORIC RELIGION. A Study in Prehistoric Archaeology. E. O. 
James. Thames & Hudson, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Professor James is at once a trained anthropologist, a cleric and a lifelong authority on 

comparative religion. He therefore possesses ideal qualifications for interpreting such 

evidence as we have for the religious life of man before the rise and spread of literate 
civilisations. While he has not ventured to put forward any strikingly new ideas, he 
has made a useful compilation of the archaeological material and has discussed its 
meaning in the light both of later religion and the beliefs of modern primitives. 
Finally he considers cults of the dead, the Mother Goddess, and the cosmic sky gods 


as the three elements dominating the religious intuitions of our forbears. (291) 


THE SCRIPTURES OF THE DEAD SEA SECT. In English Translation 
(from the Hebrew), with Introduction and Notes by Theodor H. Gaster. Secker & 
Warburg, 30s. cloth; 10s.6d. paper covers. 1957. 21 cm. 360 pages. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

The Professor of Comparative Religion at Dropsie College, the well-known centre 

for Jewish studies in Philadelphia, has produced a volume which will be widely 

welcomed both by specialists and by general readers. In a valuable introduction 

Dr. Gaster discusses such problems as the date and provenance of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
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and cautiously appraises their relation to Christianity and to historical events of the 
age. But the book’s chief importance lies in the fact that here the non-Biblical 
documents are rendered into English and thus are made accessible to many who could 
not read the original nor trace translations in specialist publications. This edition may 
be warmly commended to all who wish to study the texts for themselves. (296-6) 


ISLAMIC SOCIETY AND THE WEST. A Study of the Impact of 
Western Civilization on Moslem Culture in the Near East. Vol. I. Islamic Society 
in the Eighteenth Century. Part II. H. A. R. Gibb and Harold Bowen. Oxford 
University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 
294 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This part concludes the first volume of the authors’ massive and erudite survey of 

Islamic institutions at the end of the 18th century and the impact upon them of 

Western civilisation. Within recent years the opening of the Ottoman archives has 

enabled scholars to investigate the institutions of the Empire, but it will be man 

years before the documentary material can be completely examined and published. 

In the meantime this present general survey of the field will prove indispensable to 

students of Ottoman and Islamic affairs. Devoted primarily to the study of the 

religious institutions, the work examines the administration of justice, the practice 
of education, the system of religious endowments, and the social and political effects 

of the millet system. There is an excellent bibliography. (297)

AMERICAN CITIES IN THE GROWTH OF THE NATION. 
Constance McLaughlin Green. University of London: The Athlone Press, 35s. 19$7. 
25 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Sixteen cities, each chosen to represent one aspect of the growth of the United States, 
form the subject of this book, which provides much sound and useful information 
on the economic side of American history. Charleston, Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia exemplify the kind of urban society built up by merchants and planters 
on the Atlantic seaboard; Cincinnati, St. Louis and New Orleans that of traders and 
settlers on the rivers leading westward; Chicago illustrates the role of the railway; 
Holyoke and Naugatuck the roth century industrial development of New England; 
Denver and Wichita, based on silver, gold and cattle, the exploitation of the West; 
Seattle and Detroit the industrial development of a more recent epoch. Washington, 
the capital, created by politics rather than by economics, stands in a class by itself.

This work has already become recognised as an essential reference guide for all those 
who, in whatever capacity, require statistical information relating to the United 
Kingdom. In this concluding volume Professor Kendall collects a further nineteen 
articles, reprinted, as before, from the Journal of the Royal Statistical Society, and giving 
expert advice on the availability and limitations of statistics on such varied subjects 
as population, the use of land, national income, regional economic conditions, local 
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government, banking, investments, medicine, education, clothing, food, petroleum, 
timber, the Scotch whisky industry, international air transport, telecommunications, 
advertising, insurance and crime. (314-2)

TORMENT OF SECRECY. The Background and Consequences of 
American Security Policies. Edward A. Shils. Heinemann, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 
238 pages. 
The author, who is Professor of Social Sciences in the University of Chicago, and 
well known for his contributions to sociology, began this work as a protest against 
the system of McCarthyism, but extended it to analyse in a more general way the 
role of secrecy in modern society, and its interplay with privacy and publicity. He 
assesses, in the light of recent events, the different attitudes to publicity and secrecy 
which prevail between the United States, Great Britain and other countries, and 
discusses the wider implications. His readable book is the first full-scale study of this 
momentous problem.

NATIONALITY AND CITIZENSHIP LAWS OF THE COMMON- 
WEALTH AND OF THE REPUBLIC OF IRELAND. Clive Parry.

This is the only comprehensive book on the subject and incorporates and replaces the 

author’s British Nationality (1951). It contains a complete statement of the nationality 

laws of the United Kingdom (to which the earlier work was confined) and of the 
whole Commonwealth and Empire, as well as of the Irish Republic. For each country 
there is a statement of the law, together with the text of the relevant legislation. The 
book gives the law both before and after the passing of the British Nationality Act, 

1948, and deals with the acquisition and loss of citizenship throughout the Common- 

wealth as well as with the status of British protected persons. After four introductory 

chapters, part two covers the laws of the United Kingdom and Colonies, part three 
those of the Commonwealth overseas (the Dominions), while part four, in one 

chapter, is on the Republic of Ireland. (323-6142)

18th century. In this new book he explains the nature of Anglo-Dutch rivalry in the

all aspects of the subject. Mr. Wilson brings together the results of these investigations 
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in an endeavour to illustrate the close relationship between sea~power and commerce. 
His study is as much a contribution to economic history as it is to international 
relationships or naval history.

Then comes an 
account of statutory interpretation in the courts and problems of draftsinanship, 
followed by a description of the Statutes at Large and Statutes Revised, special types 
of acts such as those applicable to Scotland, and measures to improve the statute 
book. Final chapters are on the problem of codification and the relation of statute to 
law in its historical setting. Appendices give examples of Acts of Parliament, statutory 
instruments and common forms.

Its delegates were 
drawn from all parts of the British Commonwealth and all levels of industry; they 
met for full discussion of the impact of industrialisation upon the very varied com- 
munities whom they represented. These volumes contain the full record, with the 
addresses delivered by Sir John Maud, Lord Citrine, Dame Florence Hancock and 
others, the reports of the twenty study groups, and papers by eminent writers on 
working conditions in Rhodesia, India, New Zealand, Malaya and elsewhere.

His main 
concern is with the working of the price mechanism in the property market, with 
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special relation to the United Kingdom, more especially in regard to urban property; 
he considers questions of price determination in relation to shop, office, house and 
farm rents, and also problems of site values and taxation.

This edition of this annual survey includes statistics covering the post-war seasons 

up to 1955-56 together with comparisons for the pre-war period. In accordance with 

the general plan of the series, particular attention is given to the significance of 

Commonwealth countries in the production, trade and consumption of each 

commodity, while sufficient information is given about foreign supplics and markets 

to give a general view of the world position. Appendix I summarises government 
measures affecting industrial fibres in certain countries; others give cotton planting 
and picking dates, rates of duty, and other details not so conveniently obtainable

The opening of the Owen Falls Dam in 1954 brought about a vast increase in the 

electrical productivity of Uganda, but as it seemed likely that a further expansion of 

production would be necessary the Uganda Electricity Board commissioned the 

Economist Intelligence Unit to consider possible requirement up to 1970. The Unit’s 

conclusion was that the requirements of light industry and possibly heavy industry, 

as well as of supplies to Kenya and requirements for domestic consumption, made 
plans for considerable expansion essential. This valuable report contains useful 
statistical and other tables which are of service not only for the particular purpose of 

the report but for general information on the economy of Uganda. (338-39)

This very important reference book provides the main documents dealing with 

Australian economic policy during the immediate post-war period when new 

conditions, involving great industrial expansion, changed balance of economic power, 

a rapid increase of population by immigration, and greater emphasis on economic 

security, had to be met and harmonised. Professor Copland and Mr. Barback, experts 

in Australian economies, have covered a wide field, ranging over employment, 
immigration, national development, fiscal policy, trade, agriculture and banking. 

The material is well set out and there is an excellent index. (338-994) 


ECONOMIC THEORY AND UNDER-DEVELOPED REGIONS. 
Gunnar Myrdal. Duckworth, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 180 pages. Index. 

This is a revised version of lectures delivered in 1955 at the invitation of the National 

Bank of Egypt, and published as Development and Under-Development. Dr. Myrdal’s 

thesis is that, contrary to the forecasts to be derived from orthodox theories of 
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economic equilibrium, economic inequalities among nations are increasing, the only 
hope for a backward country being a systematic national economic plan. His theories 
deserve full consideration; he is the author of An International Economy and other 
works, and, before becoming Executive Secretary of the Economic Commission 
for Europe, was Professor of Political Economy and Finance in the University of 
Stockholm.

A GUIDE TO DIPLOMATIC PRACTICE. The late Re. Hon. Sir 
Ernest Satow. 4th edition edited by Sir Nevile Bland. Longmans, 63s. 1957. 23 cm.

A standard British treatise on diplomatic practice which last appeared in 1932. 
Although considerably revised, the volume retains its original pattern. The editor 
was formerly Head of the Treaty Department of the Foreign Office. Book one deals 
with diplomacy in general, covering such matters as precedence, the language of 
diplomatic intercourse and credentials; the second is on diplomatic agents, their 
classification, personal immunities, immunities of their residence, exemption from 
taxation and the diplomatic body; and the third covers international meetings and 
transactions such as congresses and conferences, treaties and other international 
compacts and later processes such as ratification. Book four covers the British 
Commonwealth in one chapter, the United Nations and its organisation in four, and 
the final chapter is on the associations of western states such as N.A.T.O. (341-7) 


CONSTITUTIONAL LAWS OF THE COMMONWEALTH. Sir 
Ivor Jennings. Vol. I. The Monarchies. Oxford University Press, 50s. 1957. 22 cm. 
520 pages. Index. 

This is a source book of Commonwealth constitutional law, first published by Sir 

Ivor Jennings and the late Miss C. M. Young in 1938. Following introductory 

chapters or sections are full reports or extracts from 60 decided cases in the courts. 

Owing to the enactment of the Constitution of the Islamic Republic of Pakistan, it 

has proved necessary to separate the republics in the Commonwealth from the 

monarchies and the present volume deals with the constitutional laws of Canada, 

Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and Ceylon, together with a chapter on the 

Republic of Ireland. The main change in this edition (apart from the deletion of parts 

dealing only with India and Pakistan, which countries will appear in Vol. 2) is the in- 

clusion of recent cases on the South African Constitution. The appendix contains 

extracts from relevant statutes.

TRIALS OF TIMOTHY JOHN EVANS AND JOHN REGINALD 
HALLIDAY CHRISTIE. Edited by F. Tennyson Jesse. William Hodge, 30s.

This volume covers the trial of Timothy John Evans at the Central Criminal Court 

in London in January 1950 and that of John Reginald Halliday Christie at the same 

court in June 1953. The verbatim account is preceded by a long introduction by the 
editor. The special interest of these two cases is the possibility that Evans was not 
guilty of the charge against him and, therefore, wrongly hanged. The chief witness 
against him was Christie, who was afterwards discovered to be a multiple murderer. 
The book shows the chance of occasional error even in a legal system which has the 
most careful safeguards.

THE TRANSFORMATION OF THE BOARD OF TRADE, 
1830-1855. A Study of Administrative Reorganization in the Heyday of Laissez

The gradual intervention of the state in the industrial activities of Great Britain during 
the 19th century is well illustrated by the development of the Board of Trade, which 
by 1885 had changed from an advisory committee of the Privy Council to an active 
administrative body. In this scholarly book, based mainly on Parliamentary Papers, 
Mr. Prouty, of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, describes the Board’s 
growing concern with railway regulation, industrial design, merchant shipping and 
other matters, and with the compilation of official statistics relating to them. The 
work is a useful contribution to the history of public administration. (354.42) 


THE FOREIGN OFFICE LIST AND DIPLOMATIC AND 
CONSULAR YEAR BOOK, 1957. 130th publication. Edited by 
Members of the Staff of the Foreign Office.

The latest information about the Foreign Service is contained in this new edition, 

which is arranged in six parts. The first is introductory; the second gives details of 

the different branches and grades of the Service, and lists home departments and 

British embassies, legations and consulates abroad. Part three offers miscellaneous 

information; the fourth part comprises Foreign Service Regulations; and the fifth 

gives short biographical notes on members of the Foreign Service. Part six gives 
concise information concerning foreign embassies, legations and consulates in the 

United Kingdom, the Federation of I Rhodesia and Nyasaland, and the United 

Kingdom Colonies, Protectorates, Protected States and Trusteeship Territories.

This careful monograph has grown out of a doctoral dissertation presented at 
Cambridge University; but in its revised and extended form it makes available to 
scholars a great amount of valuable information. The author rightly emphasises the 
need for more knowledge of the way in which government actually functioned in 
the England of the later Stuart period, and in concentrating his attention upon the 
Treasury during that period he is dealing with the key department: during the years 
between 1660 and 1702 the most vital advance made in the growth of administration 
was the modernisation of the Treasury Office. A valuable book for specialists.

SEVEN ROADS TO MOSCOW. W. G. F. Jackson. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
30s. 19$7. 22 cm. 344 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Colonel Jackson describes the major invasions of Russia from the Varangian (Viking) 
invasion of 862, through those of the Huns, the Tartars, the Swedes, the French, to 
the German invasion of 1941. The campaigns of Charles XII, Napoleon, Hindenberg 
and Hitler are concisely outlined, the chapters on the French invasion in particular 
being a model of their kind. Those on Hitler’s invasion suffer inevitably from a lack 
of information from Russian sources. The author lays stress on the physical and

military difficulties of invading Russia, especially on the vast distances involved, and 
on the inbred hatred of foreigners in the Russian lands, which raise security problems 
for the invader concerning lines of communications on a scale unknown anywhere 
else in the world.

SOCIAL POLICIES FOR OLD AGE. A Review of Social Provision 
for Old Age in Great Britain. B. E. Shenfield. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 19$7.

So much has been written in recent years on the various welfare services for old 

people that a book such as this, summarising the whole position, is very welcome. 

It discusses the general problem of the aged in industry and what should be done to 

romote the continued employment of those who have no wish to retire, and 
billows this with details of pension schemes, housing provision, old people’s homes 
and clubs, and arrangements for friendly visiting and medical care. The book is 
sympathetically written, and social workers and others will find it a great asset for

They have produced a much-needed guide to those welfare 
services about which the ordinary citizen tends to become confused, and about which 
welfare workers at home and abroad will be glad of concise information. The subjects 
include national insurance and assistance, public health, provisions for the mentally 
and physically handicapped and for the aged, child welfare, education, legal aid, 
the law of landlord and tenant, the regulation of working conditions, national 
service, and the laws affecting the motorist.

Peter Henderson Beveridge was Chief Superintendent at New Scotland Yard and 
in the last fifteen years of his career there was in charge of the Criminal Investigation 
Department and the Flying Squad. With a force of almost 300 detectives under his 
command, he was responsible for crime in 120 square miles of metropolitan London. 
Previously he had served in the East End of London. This volume recounts incidents 
of particular interest in a distinguished police career of thirty-five years.  (364°12)

SECONDARY SCHOOL SELECTION. A British Psychological Society 
Inquiry. Edited by P. E. Vernon. Methuen, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 216 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Even in countries which maintain a uniform secondary school system, diversity of 

interest and aptitude amongst children of adolescent age is a constant problem. In 

Britain, it is particularly so, as this book points out, because of complications of 

tradition and social structure. The whole problem has here been thoroughly investi- 

gated by a working party of psychologists under the chairmaaship of Professor P. E. 

Vernon of the London Institute of Education. While some of this study applies only 

to Britain, the working party's enquiries into the validity and effects of selection, and 
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into the value of various means of measuring aptitude and attainment, bring to light 
material that will prove generally useful to teachers, educational psychologists and 
administrators, and to anxious parents. (371-212) 


CLASSROOM MANAGEMENT. James Dunhill. University of London 
Press, 38.6d. 1957. 18.5 cm. 64 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
The Principal of the Malayan Teachers’ College writes clearly and concisely on 
class teaching and illustrates good and bad methods with lively examples appropriate 
to students in South East Asia. His chapters cover the personal qualities required in 
the teacher, the organisation of the classroom as an attractive background to work, 
the preparation of lessons, teaching method and the encouragement and guidance 
of children in co-operative activities such as the class library and the class play. Each 
chapter has a final summary, and a list of suggestions for further reading is given at 
the end of the book.

THE YEARBOOK OF THE UNIVERSITIES OF THE COMMON-

A detailed entry is included for the first time of the 

University College of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. An appendix includes certain 

universities in countries such as the Sudan which, although they have no formal 

connection with the Commonwealth, are linked by historical associations with 

British institutions.

particulars of their academic degrees and diplomas is another valuable feature.

convened a conference in January 1957 and this report is a plea, based on expressions 
of views at the conference, for complete academic autonomy in this matter as in 
others. The document states in lofty and reasonable terms an argument that transcends 
the limits of the broad issue over racial segregation in South Africa.

The Royal African Company, which existed from 1672 to 1725, held the monopoly 
of English trade with West Africa. In exchange for English manufactures and re- 
exports it acquired gold, ivory, hides and other African products for sale in England, 
and many thousands of slaves for transportation to the West Indies. This well- 
documented history, by a fellow of New College, Oxford, who was formerly 
Assistant Keeper in the Public Record Office, is an important contribution to the 
economic history of West Africa and the West Indian colonies, and also of English 
17th century commercial policy and international rivalry for the African trade.

GHOSTS ON THE SEA-LINE. A. A. Hurst. Cassell, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 
276 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

There are not many men living who in earlier years had protracted experience of 
working in fully-rigged vessels—and few survivors could write so well about them 
as Mr. Hurst. He not only describes the evolution of the clipper ship and her heavier 
successors, he goes into authentic detail of how they were manned, loaded and sailed 
under all normal conditions of trade. His material is largely based on personal 
recollection, nostalgic though not sentimental. Some splendid photographs are 
included, and a glossary of sea terms which is fuller than those usually provided. A 
general index would be an asset in any new edition of a book which will have a 
valuable place in the library of the sailing ship.

THE BOOMERANG BOOK OF LEGENDARY TALES. Edited by

The folk-lore of the Australian aborigines is retold by Mrs. Langloh Parker and 
Roland Robinson, two well-known storytellers, and together with legendary tales 
of white men in the outback by Lance Skuthorpe and Dal Stivens they present a good 
selection of original stories told around the camp fire. The inclusion of some of the 
Pacific tales makes for variety. Many of the tales have as their main subjects birds and 
animals although the later ones have a central figure around whom the story is woven. 
It is their simplicity allied to vivid descriptions both verbal and pictorial which give 
them a distinctive character.

SCIENCE IN HISTORY. J. D. Bernal. 2nd edition. Watts, 42s. 1957.

When Professor Bernal’s Science in History first appeared in 1954 it was widely greeted 
as a book with a new and important approach to the impact of science on history, 
even by critics who disagreed with the author’s Marxist outlook. The three years 
since then have seen considerable changes and consequently the author has revised 
much of the part dealing with the contemporary world, in particular the sections 
dealing with the Soviet Union and neighbouring countries, and with nuclear energy. 
Other revisions have been made to take account of new knowledge on the history of 
science; the total length of the book, however, remains the same. (s09) 
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Astronomy 
DANTE AND THE EARLY ASTRONOMERS. M. A. Orr (Mrs. 
John Evershed). 2nd edition. Wingate, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 360 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Although this book is very little different from the original edition of 1913, to all 
intents and purposes it can be treated as a new book. Many readers who will appreciate 
it will not have heard of the early edition: there is no mention of it in some recently 
published books on the history of astronomy and on mediaeval science, despite its 
extraordinary interest. The author was both a practising astronomer and a Dante 
scholar and is to be trusted in both roles. The first part of the book gives an account of 
ancient astronomy while the second is an analysis of the astronomical references in 
Dante’s works, especially in The Divine Comedy, and shows their remarkable 
consistency. It is safe to predict that this new edition will be eagerly read by all 
students of Dante on the one hand and of mediaeval science on the other. (520) 


DISCOVERY OF THE UNIVERSE. An Outline of the History of 
Astronomy from the Origins to 1956. Gérard de Vaucouleurs. Translated from 
the French by Bernard Pagel. Faber, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 328 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This book gives a general history of astronomical discovery from the ancient 

civilisations of Egypt and Greece to modern radio-astronomy. The text refers not 

only to our own universe but touches also on extra-galactic nebulae. The author 
emphasises the value of methods used by the early astronomers even when, through 
lack of historical knowledge or imperfect instruments, the results were inaccurate. 

He deals individually with the work of such men as Copernicus, Galileo, Tycho

The application of these techniques is not within the 
scope of the book. The approach is historical and the presentation of the subject is

Simplified models only are 
discussed, but some consideration is given to the effect of meson currents on the 
dipole moment. A short chapter is devoted to experimental techniques and measure- 
ments. The author makes his points with considerable skill and competence and the 
book is a valuable assessment of contemporary theories in this field. (539°7)

Based on the author’s lectures to students at Cambridge, this new textbook is 
considerable in scope. The emphasis is on experimental results, which are presented 
in unusual number in numerous tables, and on their interpretation, the mathematical 
derivations being also more detailed than usual. Much less space is given to experi- 
mental methods. A few questions are appended to the chapters. References are given 
in footnotes. A major effort of composition, bearing the marks of much careful and 
original thought, the book should in time influence the teaching of the subject. It 
follows that its study should be particularly profitable to those teaching physical 
chemistry. A list of symbols would be helpful in any new edition. (541) 


CHAIN REACTIONS. An Introduction. F. S. Dainton. Methuen, 15s. 1956. 19°5 
cm. 198 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Monographs on Chemical Subjects) 
This sets out to present the principles of chain reactions in a manner suitable for the 
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final year honours undergraduate, and for the research worker who requires an 
introduction. Professor Dainton is not only well known for his important contribu- 
tions to this field, but he is also an outstanding teacher, as will become casily apparent 
from a study of this carefully written little book. The first five chapters deal with the 
nature of chain reactions and with the experimental and mathematical methods used 
in their study, and the last two chapters deal with a few examples from the explosive 
reactions and from addition polymerisations. The book meets a real need very well.

THE WORLD BENEATH THE WAVES. Gilbert Doukan. Translated 
from the French by A. and R. M. Case.

Dr. Doukan, an experienced underwater huntsman, has written a comprehensive 

book for the layman which discloses the immense ramifications of the subject and 

incidentally reveals him as a man of remarkably broad and human interests. He 
summarises the history of submarine inventions and discusses from the doctor’s as 
well as the diver’s standpoint the dangers to which explorers are subject. In speaking 
of archaeology he is a firm believer in the team system and contends that the diver 
and the scholar who has never been into the water are equally dependent on each 
other. Though much of his material is highly technical, as when he criticises authori- 
tatively submarine equipment or photographic apparatus, he is keenly alive to the 
excitement of the new dimension he is exploring and succeeds in communicating its 
extraordinary visual beauty.

The caves in question are strung out in space between Syria and Afghanistan, while 
in time their successive occupations cover the last hundred thousand yeats. The 
excavations themselves are of exceptional importance for the light they throw on the 
later phases of the Old Stone Age and the beginning of the New. But perhaps even 
greater interest attaches to the book as ‘an experiment in archacological writing’. It 
is entirely free from specialist jargon, finds space for lively accounts of remote country- 
sides, strange journeys, eccentric workmen of many races, yet at the same time it 
contains an excavator’s preliminary scientific report on his discoveries with his 
provocative interpretation of their historical meaning. The result is so successful that 
it should set a new fashion in archaeological publication.

The last 
one gives the book, for which it has been especially written, its name and deals with 
the problem of individuality, a topic to which Professor Medawar has made very 
important experimental contributions.

The book is 
suitable for anyone interested in biological thought: it is most lucidly written and 
difficult points are carefully explained by means of often ingeniously used examples.

with the electrophysiology of the fish electric organs, the thermodynamics of the 
isohaemagglutinins, labelled plasma proteins in nutrition studies, isotopes in metabolic 
research, X-ray crystal analysis of bone, muscle structure and contraction, and photo- 
synthesis. The first and second of these are by American and French authorities 
respectively, the rest represent British work.

LIGHT, VEGETATION AND CHLOROPHYLL. J. Terrien, G. Truffaut 
and J. Carles.

This is a good translation of two French works which treat the interrelationships of 

light and vegetation in complementary ways. The readable style, clear exposition 

and full treatment make the volume useful for the general reader requiring a modern 
review of progress in the study of photosynthesis, phototropism and photoperiodism. 

In particular, the repeated references to practical implications of recent theoretical 

and experimental conclusions should be of interest to agricultural and horticultural

the stories of his various assignments to record the voices of British mammals and 

birds. There is much of value in the way of original observation, especially in the 
first and longest chapter on the badger, but the easy style and the stimulating and 
challenging circumstances of the ‘hunt’ will make it an attractive book to the general 
reader as well as to the naturalist. There is a short section on the techniques of record-

Accompanied by his wife he trekked by lorry all over this vast region, 
hunting predatory elephants, photographing game of all sorts and developing great 
affection for its human inhabitants. His book gives a vivid account of their experiences 
—the excitement and sometimes the dangers of the hunt—the hardships and the 
compensating joys of travel—and the manners and customs of the unsophisticated 
negroid tribes.

THE LIFE OF MAMMALS. J. Z. Young. Oxford University Press, 84s. 1957.

Professor Young has placed all zoologists in his debt with this compendious account 
of the physiology, anatomy and history of mammals and the embryology of verte- 
brates. In it is assembled a vast store of knowledge much of which is not readily 
available elsewhere. Its major contribution to the study of zoology lies in its synthetic 
approach. Here all the normal diverse studies are presented together in the light of a 
single theme, that of the mechanism of the control of the body’s activities. In this 
respect it not only records the work that has been done but also points the way to a 
revised nomenclature and a newer, fuller appraisal of zoological science. In a work 
setting so high a standard of scholarship it is a pleasure to find an equally high standard 
of illustration. The volume will rank as one of the outstanding zoological works of

Mr. Walker, formerly a Hunterian Professor of the 

Royal College of Surgeons, is the author of several well-known books on medicine, 

sex, and philosophy. Here, writing for the layman, he gives much wise advice in a 

kindly, unassuming way, marked, nevertheless, with occasional touches of astringent 

humour.

Mr. McGregor has 
rewritten the chapter on anatomy governing the surgery of the sympathetic, and 
introduced new sections on diaphragmatic hernia, injuries to the large lymph ducts, 
paraganglioma and adrenalectomy.

Mainly concerned with human histology, but referring also to other vertebrate forms, 
this reliable textbook is written in a clear and easy style which succeeds in imparting 
to the student something of the interest which the Reader in Histology at the Glasgow 
University Institute of Physiology feels for his subject. The material is also extremely 
well set out, with boldly headed paragraphs, and with summaries of contents at the 
beginning of each chapter, while the microphotographs and drawings, some of which 
are three-dimensional, are exceptionally illuminating and well-devised. Dr. Garven 
prefaces the discussion of the histology of each organ with historical notes and 
descriptions of evolution, development, anatomy and function.

The research upon which this report is based originated in the Medical Research 

Council’s Applied Psychology Research Unit, Cambridge, during the Second 

World War, in a study of the various tests employed in selecting service personnel 

for night tasks. This has since developed into an investigation to assess sensory acuity 

and perceptual efficiency, in the course of which dark-adapted subjects were given 
specialised visual tests at very low light intensities. The report, important to research 
workers, gives the fullest details of apparatus and methods and also of the results, 
from which the authors conclude that individual differences in perceptual efficiency 
are due for the most part to differences in sensory acuity. (612-8) 


THE ESSENTIALS OF MATERIA MEDICA, PHARMACOLOGY 
AND THERAPEUTICS. R. H. Micks. 7th edition. Churchill, 28s. 1957.

In a textbook useful to physicians and students, Professor Micks, himself a clinician, 

deals with basic principles and the practical aspects of drug therapy, choosing for 

discussion only drugs whose value is generally accepted in medical teaching. He has 
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rewritten much of the text to include the new anticoagulants and antispasmodics, 
oral hypoglycaemic drugs and well over twenty other drugs established in thera- 
peutics since the publication, three years ago, of the sixth edition. Among other 
important alterations are an expanded chapter on water and electrolyte depletion, 
designed to assist home surgeons and physicians .esponsible for intravenous infusions, 
and a new chapter on drugs employed in the suppression of epilepsy and the treatment 
of the status epilepticus. This essentially practical guide retains its authority and 
lucidity. (615) 


MEDICINE FOR NURSES. M. Toohey. With a chapter on Psychological 
Medicine by Henry R. Rollin. 3rd edition. Livingstone, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 664 pages.

This well-arranged, attractive textbook for student nurses is comprehensive and up 

to date enough to serve as a reference work for qualified nurses who wish to revise 

their knowledge of present-day medical teaching. Dr. Toohey, who is Physician at 

New End Hospital, London, deals most lucidly with complex subjects, using many 

illustrations to elucidate pathology and an intriguing series of diagrams to drive home 

salient facts in biochemistry, physiology and treatment. He fully considers diagnosis, 
gives full and clear instructions for treatment excluding nursing techniques, and when 
the subject presents some difficulty rounds the chapter off with a summary and 

epitomises diagnostic procedures and drugs. (616-07) 


HUMAN BLOOD COAGULATION AND ITS DISORDERS. 
Rosemary Biggs and R. G. Macfarlane. 2nd edition. Blackwell (Oxford), 42s. 1957.

While this standard monograph on blood coagulation from the Radcliffe Infirmary, 

Oxford, is of the greatest interest to specialists, the authors also intend it for physiolo- 

gists, pathologists and physicians who wish to acquire some understanding of the 

subject. For their balanced and critical survey of developments, the authors have 
selected from a mass of literature, for the most part stressing only those results which 
are corroborated by two teams of workers and incorporate their own findings. The 
second edition is much rewritten to include such advances in knowledge as the 
thromboplastin generating system of the blood, the differentiation of haemophilia 
and Christmas disease, and the use of the thromboplastin generation test in the 
diagnosis and prognosis of clotting defects. The bibliography of world literature, 
which lists approximately 1200 papers, has also been brought up to date. (616-1)

medical practitioners, the Medical Officer of Health and health visitors in Newcastle, 

whose findings are admirably and fully presented here in text and tables. That 3,840 

persons were included in the sample and 1,250 were selected for detailed investigation, 

of whom 464 were confirmed as chronic bronchitics, indicates the scope of the survey 
whose conduct and methods the authors usefully describe in detail. The report is 

documented.

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AN ATLAS OF MUSCLE PATHOLOGY IN NEUROMUSCULAR 
DISEASES. J. Godwin Greenfield, G. Milton Shy, Ellsworth C. Alvord, Jr., 
Leonard Berg. Livingstone, 45s. 1957. 25 cm. 116 pages. Illustrations (many in 
colour) by Fred H. Meiller. Bibliography. Index. 

The atlas, which aims at establishing the value of muscle biopsy in the differential 

diagnosis of neuromuscular disease, derives from a wider scheme of research into 

neuromuscular diseases undertaken by the National Institute of Neurological Diseases 
and Blindness, Bethesda, Maryland. The authors, ignoring the clinical diagnosis, 
studied the biopsies of 133 cases of muscular disease to obtain information about 

different types of histological reaction to disease. These results are recorded in Part 1 

of the atlas, while Part 2 seeks to establish with which diseases various combinations 

of reactions can be correlated. The research team’s careful analysis—intended for the 
investigator—of the commoner diseases in this complex group is further elucidated 

by Fred H. Meiller’s admirable photomicrographs. (616-7) 


SCHIZOPHRENIA: Somatic Aspects. Edited by Derek Richter. Pergamon 
Press, 40s. 19$7. 22°5 cm. 190 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

Existing knowledge of bodily conditions (including genetic, electroencephalic, 
biochemical, endocrine and pharmacological characteristics) associated with schizo- 

hrenia is here surveyed concisely and lucidly by a team of British psychiatrists. The 
Soak is useful not only for psychiatrists but for psychologists and social workers in 
the field of mental health. Though inadequate where it touches on psychology and 
psychopathology, the survey is valuable in clearing the way towards that more 
effective co-ordination of physiological and psychological approaches to the study of 
schizophrenia for which the final contribution pleads.

of speech disorders, to observe the development of the use of speech in children 
between three and eight years of age and to assess incidence and type of disorder in 
school children between the ages of five and fifteen. Here she records her findings 
and gives a careful account of methods of treatment. She first discusses speech 
development, defective articulation, stammering, speech disorders in twins, and 
lateral dominance and speech. This work, which is well documented and in the 
appendix presents the results of the survey in tabular form, will be of great value to 
those concerned with the care, education and treatment of such children. (618-9)

Although this type of statistical analysis 
cannot be equally suitable for all industries, there is much to learn from it for factory 
managers, accountants and others who are unable to obtain all the information they 
need from the usual methods of accountancy. Numerous examples are worked out 
in detail, the statistical methods involved demanding only an elementary knowledge 
of mathematics.

He tells the story of the timber trade from the earliest times to the 
present day in Great Britain, the Baltic, the Americas, Africa, Burma, etc., and 
includes chapters on sawmilling, the carpenter, timber houses and halls and wooden

THE MODULAR NUMBER PATTERN: Flexibility through standard- 
isation. Ezra D. Ehrenkrantz. Tiranti, 25s. 1957. 19 cm. 90 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. (Lecture/Essays on Art) 
The author spent two years at the Building Research Station in Hertfordshire as an 
American Fulbright Fellow in Architecture, where his work in the field of modular 
(or dimensional) co-ordination attracted more than passing interest. In this little 
book, a product of his researches at the Station, he discusses various approaches to 
this problem—such as Le Corbusier’s “Modulor’—indicates what to him appear to 
be their defects, and offers his own solution. In an age when architects are increasingly 
obliged to compose buildings of standardised machine-made parts, a way must be 
found to give them the kind of artistic freedom which musicians have long derived 
from their ‘standardised’ musical keyboard. Mr. Ehrenkrantz’s theory should interest 
not only his fellow architects, but all who are engaged in the design and manufacture 
of building components.

THE CONCISE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF ANTIQUES. Vol. 3. Com- 
piled by The Connoisseur.

This third volume follows the same arrangement as its predecessors: short chapters 

on specific topics, written by experts, with glossaries, notes, lists of further reading 

and copious illustrations. The most important chapter is probably that on Victorian 

Furniture, by Peter Floud, Keeper of the Department of Circulation, Victoria and 
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Albert Museum, London, since this is virtually an unknown field, here systematically 
examined for the first time. It is followed by chapters on numerous other aspects of 
collecting, among them 18th century Viennese furniture, garden statuary, English 
colour-plate books, bird prints, model soldiers and puppets. The ever-growing number 
of enthusiasts for antiques will find here excellent browsing ground and authoritative 
information.

THE WORLD OF ABSTRACT ART. Edited by The American Abstract 
Artists. Tiranti, 63s. 1957. 25 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Biographical notes. Index. 

In this joint enterprise, edited by The American Abstract Artists, a society founded 

in 1936 to further the understanding of abstract art, an attempt is made to provide a 

world survey of one of the major movements in 2oth century art. There are chapters 

on the historical development and present condition of abstract painting and sculpture 
in England, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, Latin America, and the United States; 
each is written by a leading exponent of the style in the country concerned. The book 
is thus a permanent record of the development of abstract art, especially in recent 
years, with a high documentary value in the large number of reproductions it 
contains. It is well edited and produced and an important contribution to the study of 
modern painting.

THE AESTHETIC ADVENTURE. William Gaunt. Reprint. Penguin 
Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican 
Books) 

Forming the second volume of a trilogy dealing with art in England during the roth 

century, this study of the aesthetic movement was first published in 1945. It is a 

detailed analysis, dispassionate yet humane, of ideas and personalities which dominated 

the eighteen-nineties. Ruskin, Pater, Swinburne among writers, Rossetti, Whistler 
and Sickert among artists, make their appearance. The continental sources of the 
aesthetic movement, with its cult of ‘art for art’s sake’, are also unravelled in a book 

distinguished alike for its comprehensive range and felicitous style. (709-42)

THE CHATEAUX OF FRANCE. Ralph Dutton. Batsford, 35s. 1957. 
23 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Map. Index. 

Ralph Dutton has long been a student of the historical architecture of both England 
and France and is the author of several books distinguished for their urbanity and 
unself-conscious erudition. Already the author of an excellent volume on the English 
country house, he now turns his attention to the parallel subject of French chdteaux, 
about which he is equally informed. He combines a simple account of the develop- 
ment of French domestic architecture from the middle of the 15th century (by which 
time defence had ceased to be the first concern of builders) with a practical guide to 
the chdteaux themselves. There is a useful list of about 100 country houses open to the 
public, with days and times of opening. (720-944)

STONE SCULPTURE BY DIRECT CARVING. Mark Batten. 
SCULPTURE IN PAPER. Bruce Angrave. Studio Publications, 25s. each. 
1957. 25 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. (‘How To Do It’ Series) 

These additions to a useful series both concern sculpture though in two very different 

media. Mark Batten’s book makes an eloquent and practical plea for direct sculpture 
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in stone (as opposed to making copies from plaster models), emphasising the funda- 
mental qualities of the material, the technique and tools used in its working, and 
concluding with a section of plates showing sculptures of the past classified in groups 
according to the type and hardness of stone in which they are made; there are also 
plates of contemporary sculpture, including some of the author’s own work in 
various stages of completion. Mr. Angrave’s book on paper sculpture, a technique 
mainly used in advertising and commercial art, gives a detailed account of the 
author’s own methods of working, with a review of paper sculpture in other countries, 
including the traditional paper sculpture which is part of the folk-art of Poland and 
other countries; there are numerous illustrations and diagrams to demonstrate the 
versatility of the medium.

DECORATIVE WROUGHT IRONWORK IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
Raymond Lister. Bell, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 278 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

A comprehensive introduction to the study of British wrought ironwork. Following 

a preliminary chapter are separate sections on technique, wrought ironwork used as 

an adjunct to architecture (i.e., decorative gates, grills, railings, etc.), domestic iron- 

work (locks, keys, hinges, firebacks, etc.), and a concluding chapter on the history and 

organisation of the blacksmith’s craft. The author, who is Managing Director of a 

leading firm of architectural metalworkers, hopes that his book may serve to draw 

attention to the extent and quality of British ironwork in the past, to indicate the 
need for better designs at the present time, and to attract craftsmen into a trade which 

does not, perhaps, receive the attention it deserves. (739-4) 


Drawing Painting 
MARC CHAGALL. The Graphic Work. Introduction and selection by 
Franz Meyer. Documentation by Hans Bollinger. Thames & Hudson, 47s.6d. 
1957. 28 cm. 48 pages of text. Illustrations (4 in colour). 
This anthology of Chagall’s graphic art reproduces examples of book illustration 
dating from 1922-1956. Chagall’s work expresses his Russian and Jewish heritages 
(the artist was born in Vitebsk in 1887 but has lived mostly in Paris), combined with a 
flair for colour and a folk-story treatment of subject matter. His individual, imaginative 
style is well displayed in this collection, which includes four exceptionally fine colour 
plates. In addition to the Introduction by Dr. Meyer, Director of the Kunsthalle, 
Berne, Switzerland, and son-in-law of the artist, there is much useful documentary 
matter, including a biographical synopsis of Chagall’s life, and descriptions of the 
plates. (741-64) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO ITALIAN RENAISSANCE PAINTING. 
Cecil Gould. Phaidon Press, 32s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations (3 in 
colour). Biographical index. 

The period covered is about a century and a half from Masaccio and other Florentine 

painters of the early 15th century to Titian, Tintoretto and the great Venetian school 

which came to an end about 1570. Mr. Gould’s lucid text has been written to dovetail 

with the numerous reproductions; nearly every picture mentioned is illustrated, a 

great advantage in a book which is both an introduction to and a reassessment in the 

light of much recent specialist research of the great period of Italian painting. General 
surveys of this calibre are rare. It is not too technical for intelligent layfolk, but is

sufficiently detailed for students specialising in art history. The author is Assistant 
Keeper at the National Gallery, London, and writes of the pictures he describes (both 
in London and elsewhere) with personal knowledge and affection. (759°5) 


Music 
MOZART’S DON JUAN. Pierre Jean Jouve. Translated from the French 
by Eric Earnshaw Smith. Vincent Stuart, 16s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 118 pages. 

Don Giovanni, of all Mozart’s operas, has always fascinated men of letters, of whom 
M. Jouve is a distinguished representative. His book gives a bar-by-bar, scene-by-scene 
analysis of the opera, which shows truly Gallic insight into its characterisation and 
musico-dramatic situations. The flowery style sometimes reads awkwardly, even in 
this skilful translation, and not all the judgments will command assent. But the 
student of Mozart will find this study of absorbing interest. It gives continuous bar- 
references to the scores published by Eulenburg and Peters. (782-1) 


THE ART OF SINGING. Arthur Cranmer. Introduction by R. Vaughan 
Williams. Dobson, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 90 pages. (The Student's Music Library) 
This is the artistic testament of a distinguished bass-singer and teacher, who died in 
1954. It is written in a practical but amusing style with a modern outlook which has 
produced an admirable chapter on the nature of the special technique required for 
broadcasting. Mr. Cranmer also has some trenchant things to say about the reasons 
for the decline in vocal standards, and the evils of competitive festivals. The book 
should interest the general student of music as well as the aspiring singer. (784°) 


JAZZMEN. Edited by Frederic Ramsey Jr. and Charles Edward Smith. 
Sidgwick & Jackson, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 376 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 
An interesting book for the jazz enthusiast and a useful addition to the growing 
collection of works on the subject. Much importance is attached by the authors to 
the Negro origins of this highly specialised form of music, and the biographical and 
historical material and anecdotes about its foremost performers should keep the 
reader absorbed throughout. The book is divided into four parts: New Orleans, 
Chicago, New York and Hot Jazz, with contributions by such well-known jazzmen 
as Stephen W. Smith, E. Simms Campbell, William Russell, Wilder Hobson and 
others, and additional notes from the editors, both of whom are jazz critics of 
considerable note in the United States. The work is well illustrated. (785-42) 


Puppets 
MAKING AND PLAYING MARIONETTES. James McMahon. Harrap, 
8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. Frontispiece. Illustrations in text by J. Tattersal. 

This concise volume with its clear explanatory text and diagrams has been written 
by a teacher who has put his theories into practice with good results. His school now 
has a permanent marionette theatre and his pupils, 14 and 15 years old, are able to 
present two-hour productions on their own. The book is intended primarily for 
teachers, but older children will themselves find it helpful and stimulating. —_ (791-5)

MY YEARS WITH PAVLOVA. H. Algeranoff. Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 226 pages. Illustrations. Index. 


In 1921 at the age of eighteen the author, an ambitious young London dancer, was 
accepted into Anna Pavlova’s touring ballet company. Adopting at her request a 
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Russian stage name, he remained with her for ten years and rose to the rank of solo 
character dancer, performing alone or as her partner in the company’s national 
ballets and divertissement dances, Russian, Indian, Mexican and Japanese, in which he 
specialised. His account of those years is amusing, evocative and touching. Written 
simply and sincerely, with profound devotion to her memory, it is a tribute to the 
spell Pavlova cast over all who knew her. (792-8) 


SECOND STEPS IN BALLET. Basic Centre Exercises for Home Practice. 
Thalia Mara. Constable, 8s.6d. boards. 1957. Obl. 22 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations by 
George Bobrizky. 

This is not a ‘teach yourself’ manual, since that principle can only be dangerous in 

ballet, but the qualified teacher and the well-grounded pupil may together find it 

encouraging and helpful for the pupil’s home practice alone. It follows Ballet: Home 

Practice for Beginners, with similar drawings, instructions and exhortations, to describe 

the correct placing and technique for the free-standing ‘centre practice’ exercises that 

traditionally follow the initial work at the barre. It is good and clear on port de bras.

Val Gielgud has been Head of B.B.C. Drama in Sound Radio almost since the first 
days of broadcasting, and he has also had experience in television. He wears his 
considerable knowledge lightly in this book, which aims to show, without very deep 
examination of either theory or practice, what the development of British radio 
drama during the whole span of the B.B.C.’s existence amounts to from the writer’s, 
the adapter’s and the producer’s points of view. The book is at times autobiographical, 
and discusses some of the special administrative problems which the Head of the 
Radio Drama Department has had to face, including the impact of television.

(Phoenix Sports Books) 

At the county championship level Hampshire has never quite reached the heights, 

but her countryside has witnessed what might be called the Homeric Age of English 

cricket, the epoch of the Hambledon Club and its matches played in the late 18th 
century on Broadhalfpenny Down. The contributors to the present volume are 
themselves an impressive team. H. S. Altham writes on the historic period, John 
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Arlott covers the inter-war years, famous for such names as Mead, Kennedy, Brown 
and Newman, E. D. R. Eagar carries on the story after 1945 and Roy Webber adds 
an excellent statistical section. The book is well illustrated. (796-3) 


WEST INDIAN CRICKET. The Story of Cricket in the West Indies 
with complete records. Christopher Nicole. Phoenix House, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations. Index. (Phoenix Sports Books) 

Just wpe years ago the West Indies played their first Test match; by 1950, with their 

defeat o heed they had become, as Mr. Nicole proudly claims, a world power 

in cricket. He traces this meteoric rise from its beginnings in 1865, surveys all the 

West Indian tours and enlarges on the achievements of their finest players from 

the days of Challenor and Constantine to the present. He paints a charming picture 

of the West Indian attitude to cricket and describes the principal cricketing colonies, 

British Guiana, Jamaica, Trinidad and Barbadoes. His book is the first history on the 

subject and fills a notable gap. (796-3) 


WISDEN CRICKETERS’ ALMANACK, 1957. Edited by Norman 
Preston. 94th year. Sporting Handbooks, 18s.6d. cloth; 16s. limp linen. 1957. 16-5 cm. 
1,052 pages. Photographs. Plans. Indexes. 

This issue contains the report by a Special Committee of the MCC entitled “Reviving 

First Class Cricket’, and a number of articles including one by Learie Constantine on 

How West Indies Cricket Grew Up, and another on C. B. Fry by Neville Cardus. 

There are details of the County Championships in 1956, and other matches; the 

Australians in England in 1956; the Marylebone Cricket Club, 1956; the M.C.C. 

“A” Team in Pakistan, 1955-56; the New Zealanders in Pakistan and India, 1955-56; 

the West Indians in New Zealand, 1956; the Australians in Pakistan and India, 1956; 

and Overseas Cricket, 1955-56. There are sections on cricketers of the year, and the 

laws of cricket, and John Arlott supplies an annotated bibliography of sixty cricket 

books, 1956. (796-3) 


HENLEY REGATTA. A History. R. D. Burnell. Oxford University Press, 
30S. 1957. 22 cm. 310 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a very distinguished oarsman and sculler—he won the Olympic Double 
Sculls event in 1948—has also a gift for bringing to life ‘old forgotten far-off things 
and battles’ (between crews) ‘long ago’. While, therefore, his book is primarily for 
rowing men, it should also appeal to a wider public. Beginning with an account of 
the colourful history of Henley itself from earliest times, Mr. Burnell traces the origin 
and growth of the Regatta and its organisation; recounts the salient events of each 
year; discusses perennial problems, such as amateur status and foreign competition; 
and provides statistical and other tables which his commentary makes extremely 
interesting. (797°1) 


THE COMPLETE SEA ANGLER. Richard Amold. Nicholas Kaye, 16s. 
1957. 21 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

MY ROD MY COMFORT. Sir Robert Bruce Lockhart. Putnam, 10s.6d. 
19$7. 22 cm. 78 pages. Wood engravings by J. Gaastra. 

These are two good and well-contrasted books on angling. The first is by a sportsman 

writer with many years’ experience of sea angling who has produced a practical work 

covering very many aspects of angling in British coastal waters. The second work, 

by a well-known diplomat and devoted angler who has fished in the streams, rivers 
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and lakes of Britain, Russia, Central Europe, the Balkans and Malaya, first appeared 
in a very limited and expensive edition in 1949. It is a much more personal book than 
the first-mentioned and, with the beautiful engravings, is most attractive. (7991)

American Literature 
A VIEW FROM THE BRIDGE. A Play in Two Acts. Arthur Miller. 
Cresset Press, 108.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 112 pages. 

In almost doubling this play’s length for the London production, Arthur Miller, 
one of America’s foremost dramatists, lessened some of its subtlety and intensity. 
The earlier half lost most in the transition; in the final scenes the author’s full powers 
were evinced in the tautness of the dialogue, the gathering speed of the action and 
the author’s instinctive sympathy with his characters. His hero is a stevedore who 
harbours illegally two Italian immigrants. When one of them falls in love with his 
niece, to whom he is attached more deeply than he knows, his jealousy prompts him 
to actions which lead to a powerful and tragic climax. The author contributes a long 
and interesting preface, in which he forecasts the opportunities of the social drama 
today. (8i2-5)

IOHN DONNE. Frank Kermode. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 
 19§7. 21°5§ cm. 48 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers,

No writer has been more radically revalued in the past forty years than Donne, who 
was scantily represented in the Oxford Book of English Verse but now ranks high among 
the English lyric poets; such is the tribute of modern taste to complexity as a poetic 
virtue. Mr. Kermode is fully equal to the extremely exacting demands of Donne’s 
poetry and prose. He writes with an expert knowledge not only of the poet’s English 
contemporaries, but also of the literature of the Counter-Reformation and of 
Donne’s scholastic reading, which is particularly important for the understanding of 
his conceits and rhetorical figures. (821-3) 


POEMS OF MANY YEARS. Edmund Blunden. Collins, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 312 pages. Indexes. 
Mr. Blunden is often grouped with the Georgian poets; he has always drawn 
inspiration from the English landscape and, like several of these poets, fought with 
great distinction in the First World War. But his pastoral poetry sounds a deeper, 
more authentic note than theirs, and he succeeds, as few poets have done, in inte- 
grating his experience of the horrors of modern warfare with the serenity of the 
countryside. This selection draws upon the sixteen or more volumes of verse 
published in forty years. While Mr. Blunden is never less than an admirable craftsman, 
his poems written in the 1920's remain his most lyrically powerful. (821-9) 


THE COLLECTED POEMS OF NORMAN CAMERON, 1905-1953. 
Introduction by Robert Graves. Hogarth Press, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 72 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 

Norman Cameron published only one slender volume of verse in his lifetime, but he 

contributed many poems to literary magazines and was well known as a brilliamt 

translator of Villon and Rimbaud. His own poems are short lyrics, possessing a rare 
combination of elegance and outspokenness, employing traditional rhyme and metre 
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and technically extremely accomplished. He could write tender love poetry, but he 
excelled as a satirist, a genre for which his profession of advertising copy-writer 
qualified him admirably. Robert Graves writes an introduction which testifies to the 
poet’s charm and artistic integrity and quotes several of his letters. (821-9) 


THE SENSE OF MOVEMENT. Thom Gunn. Faber, tos.6d. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
62 pages. 
The notice attracted by Mr. Gunn’s earlier volume, Fighting Terms, appears to have 
been justified, for this latest book is one of the most interesting and accomplished 
collections of poems published in recent years. Mr. Gunn deals mainly with the 
‘lonelier extremities of human experience. He is interested in people who, from 
choice or some accident of temperament, are isolated from normal society. It is this 
preoccupation, together with a fine control of the forms he employs, that makes Mr. 
Gunn’s poems necessary reading for anyone interested in the way that modern verse 
is developing. (821-9) 


MASTERY AND MERCY. A Study of two religious poems: The 
Wreck of the Deutschland by G. M. Hopkins, and Ash Wednesday by T. S. Eliot. 
Philip M. Martin. Oxford University Press, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 162 pages. Index. 

Hopkins and Eliot are both commonly regarded as difficult writers. Two of their 

best-known poems, The Wreck of the Deutschland and Ash Wednesday, illustrate with 

singular power, Canon Martin considers, some of the deepest Christian truths, 
namely, the mystery of suffering and the submission of the individual will to God’s, 
but their obscurities have deterred many readers. This book prints the text of each 
poem and follows it with a detailed commentary. The author’s purpose is not to 
offer a new critical interpretation, but to introduce the poems, relate them to Christian 
doctrine and explain something of the spiritual elevation they can communicate.

THE COMPLETE POEMS. D. H. Lawrence. 3 vols. Phoenix edition. 
Heinemann, 12s.6d. each. 1957. 19 cm. 308: 336: 230 pages. 

Lawrence’s verse has been overshadowed by his other writings and many of his 

contemporaries have found it difficult to regard him as a poet. Much of his verse is 

a kind of running commentary on his life and he did not submit it to the elaborate 

processes of transformation which characterise most modern poctry. He remains, 

however, a fluent, immensely versatile poet with an impressive command both of 
rhymed and free verse. His poems divide sharply into the brief satires on man’s folly 
and meanness, and the poems of embodiment which describe the life of a bird, an 
animal, a fruit or a human condition. This edition is considerably fuller than the 

Collected Poems of 1932: it includes several early poems not previously reprinted. 

Mr. Richard Aldington contributes an introduction and explains his editing of 

Lawrence’s posthumous poetry. (821-9) 


THE SELECTED POEMS OF MARJORIE PICKTHALL. Edited and 
with an introduction by Lorne Pierce. McClelland & Stewart (Toronto, Canada), 
$3.00. 1957. 21-5 cm. 104 pages. Index. 

This posthumous collection of Marjorie Pickthall’s poems will appeal mainly to 

those whose tastes in poetry are for the quietly lyrical and contemplative. But although 

her work is perhaps a little too subdued for the more modern, there is a good deal 
to be learnt from her skilful handling of rhythm. These poems cover many moods, 
from the religious to the simply descriptive, and give evidence of a voice which, if 
not outstanding, was certainly individual. (821-9C)

THE TRAGEDY OF CYMBELINE. William Shakespeare. Edited by 
G. B. Harrison. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Paper 
covers. (The Penguin Shakespeare) 

One of the three romantic tragi-comedies of Shakespeare’s final period, Cymbeline, 

which bears a good deal of similarity to Fletcher’s Philaster, was first published in the 

1623 Folio. The text is a sound one and presents relatively few editorial problems. 

Dr. Harrison’s introduction, which is shorter than is usual in this series, discusses the 

play’s twin sources in Holinshed and Boccaccio. (822-3) 


English Essays 
A SMALL PART OF TIME. Essays on Literature, Art and Travel. 
Michael Swan. Cape, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 288 pages. 

This book consists of essays published in the principal London literary journals over 
the past eight years. Mr. Swan is a traveller of wide interests who is especially drawn 
towards France, Spain and Italy. And he is a discerning critic of literature, painting 
and architecture; there are outstandingly good essays on the architecture of Lecce 
and the work of Geoffrey Scott. He has a weakness for expatriate authors and writes 
with a particularly keen insight on Norman Douglas, Bernard Berenson, Sir Max 
Beerbohm and Edith Wharton. Two of his essays deal with new and extremely 
interesting discoveries of his own of hitherto unpublished correspondence of Henry 
James. (8249)

THE OXFORD BOOK OF FRENCH VERSE. Xillth Century-XXth 
Century. Chosen by St. John Lucas. 2nd edition edited by P. Mansell Jones. 
Oxford University Press, 25s. India paper; 21s. Dry paper. 1957. 17 cm. 686 pages. 
Biographical and bibliographical notes. Indexes. 

The first edition of this book was published in 1907, and no authors then living were 

represented. The present edition includes poems of Péguy, Valéry, Claudel, and of 

representative living poets. The medieval and 16th century section has been enlarged 

{one may speculate whether some of those chosen will retain their place), some minor 

poets have been banished, the notes extensively revised, and, more delicate task, 

excisions made in Lucas’s beautifully written Introduction. On the whole Professor 

Mansell Jones is to be congratulated on having produced a volume essential to our 

libraries.

FURTHER PAPERS ON DANTE. Dorothy L. Sayers. Methuen, 253. 
19$7. 22 cm. 230 pages. Index. 

These lectures, which are complementary to the author's earlier studies of Dante, 
deal mainly with the literary and poetic appeal of The Divine Comedy. Miss Sayers 
discusses the significance of Virgil’s role in the poem and, since she feels there is some 
danger of Dante’s being studied in complete isolation, makes comparisons with 
other poets, especially with Milton. If her book is essentially an introduction for the 
beginner, it is extremely readable and full of good sense. Miss Sayers first read Dante 
comparatively late in life and she brings a freshness of appreciation to his poetry 
which more practised or scholarly critics cannot always provide. (851-1) 
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Spanish Literature 
POET IN NEW YORK. Federico Garcia Lorca. Complete Spanish text with 
a new translation by Ben Belitt. Introduction by Angel del Rio. Thames & Hudson, 
1§S8. 1957. 21 cm. 238 pages. 
The Spaniard, Garcia Lorca, one of the finest lyric poets of modern times, is chiefly 
renowned for his neo-popular ballads. His less well-known Poet in New York, the 
result of a year’s visit to America during the depression, is a very different work in 
which he expresses violent reactions to the technological civilisation he found there. 
This was the first important work produced by surrealism in Spain, and the book 
must be read by everyone interested in contemporary poetry and in Lorca. This 
bilingual edition provides the definitive text and some new material, but, unfortun- 
ately, the translation often seems wordy, and sometimes wilful, despite the explanation 
given in the foreword. There is a stimulating introduction. Interesting appendices 
include two lectures by the poet. (8616) 


Hebrew Literature 
THE LITERATURE OF MODERN ISRAEL. Reuben Wallenrod. 
Abelard-Schuman, 21s. 19$7. 21°5 cm. 266 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Wallenrod, an Associate Professor of Hebrew at Brooklyn College, here presents 
an introduction to the writers and the literature in modern Hebrew, proceeding from 
the Diaspora, through the three Aliyahs, to modern times. The work is descriptive 
of the writers and their prose and poetry, illustrated from published translations or 
the author’s own; a list of available translations, mainly in the U.S.A., is given at the 
end. Most space is devoted to Ashkenezi Jewry, but there are interesting chapters on 
the Sephardic and the American Hebrew poets. So much has been written about 
Israel and so little about its literature that this opens a new field for the general reader, 
and for those interested in modern literature. (892-4) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE INTERPLAY OF EAST AND WEST. Elements of Contrast 
and Co-operation. Barbara Ward. Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 82 pages. 
(Beatty Memorial Lectures. Second Series) 

In these three lectures, delivered at McGill University in 1955, the author, drawing 

on a wealth of learning and speaking with kindly tolerance, argues that ever since 

the East was ‘opened up’ by the West the latter has pursued a forceful policy of 
political and commercial expansionism at the expense of the former. The aggressive- 

ness of past centuries, she now argues, must give way to economic aid given in a 

liberal spirit. (900)

WHITE CLIFFS TO CORAL REEF. A Classic Small Boat Voyage. William 
Howell. Odhams Press, 16s. 1957. 21*5 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

Although accounts of long voyages under sail are now commonplace, Mr. Howell’s 
narrative has much to recommend it. He started in sail as a genuine tyro. He very 
nearly foundered soon after leaving Falmouth for his long voyage to the South 
Seas; and he had no engine. That he got to Tahiti and back without disaster says 
much for his planning, for his quickness to imbibe lessons from set-backs, and for the 
sheer skill which he quickly acquired. His rather cramped little vessel, Wanderer II, 
once belonged to a sailor of celebrity, Mr. Eric Hiscock; she behaved splendidly. 
Lively writing and practical notes for fellow-voyagers help to give value to Mr. 
Howell’s work. (910°45) 
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ALONG THE RHINE. 80 photographs arranged by Walther Flaig with 
Commentary. Translated from the German. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 1957. 24 cm. 
24 pages of text. 14 drawings and 6 maps designed by Lajos von Harvath. (Beautiful 
Highways Series) 

This picture book, which will create a desire to visit the Rhineland or revive old 

memories, consists of a collection, from various sources, of excellent whole-page 

photographs depicting the greatest river of Western Europe in its course from 

Switzerland to the North Sea. The letterpress which strings the pictures together is 

adequate but undistinguished. (914) 


ON TIMELESS SHORES. Journeys in Ireland. C. C. Vyvyan. Peter Owen, 18s. 
19§7. 22 cm. 212 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Lady Vyvyan brings together in this volume experiences of her journeyings through 
Ireland over a period of forty years. Like many others to whom the manifestations 
of western materialist civilisation is distasteful, she is enamoured of the remoter Irish 
countryside; about the people in general she is less enthusiastic, and towards the 
tourist she displays a rather superior disdain. There is a good deal of highly subjective 
musing on nature and the spiritual world in these pages, but when she wishes to, she 
can convey the peculiar elusive qualities of an Irish landscape, or compose an incisive 
character study. Her account of the Arran Islands ‘where time does not exist’ and of 
the people she came to know well is powerful and memorable. (914°15) 


LETTERS FROM ENGLAND. Karel Capek. Translated from the Czech 
by Paul Selver. Reprint. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. Drawings 
by the author. 

Best known in England as the author of The Insect Play, Capek wrote these travel 

impressions over thirty years ago. He surveys the London clubs, Oxford and Cam- 

bridge, several venerable writers and other traditional institutions of the English 
scene. Considering how many outward transformations have taken place, the 
essentials have evidently remained astonishingly unchanged, and this impression is 
reinforced by the note of childlike wonder which the author employs. The book is 
short enough for this deliberate naiveté to succeed and it is charmingly illustrated 
with Capek’s own drawings. (914-2) 


VIENNA. 128 photographs with a historical introduction and commentary 
by Anton Macku. Translated from the German. Thames & Hudson, 25s. 1957. 
24 cm. 96 pages. 

This admirable picture-book will serve as an incentive to those who have not yet 

visited Vienna or as a souvenir volume. The photographs, superbly taken and repro- 

duced, lay special stress on the baroque architecture and sculptures in which the city 
is so rich. The brief text is factual and informative, and refreshingly free from 

hyperbole. (914-36) 


CANOEING DOWN THE RHONE. John Wilson. Chapman & Hall, 
12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 174 pages. Drawings and maps by the author. 

The author’s little adventure of paddling from Lyons to the Mediterranean with his 

wife and two other companions is continuously amusing—but it is something more. 

It is a practical guide to what may be done, on the Continent of Europe, with a 

collapsible boat and enough equipment for a few weeks’ pleasure. (9144) 
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VENICE. Gabriel Faure. Translated from the French and adapted by J. H. 
Denis and J. M. Denis. Nicholas Kaye, 35s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 212 pages. 173 photo- 
graphs. Map. Indexes. (Les Beaux Pays) 

To describe Venice in something less than one hundred pages of text is inevitably a 

feat of compression. M. Faure has limited himself to writing an agreeable historical 

guide, which is reliably informative on the principal sights, buildings and works of 
art, but does not handle such mundane matters as shopping, food or entertainment. 

The author is a Frenchman and a traditionalist, so that his mentors are Chateaubriand 

or Barrés, rather than Ruskin or Berenson, and in general he regrets the changes 

which modern times have brought to Venice. The heliogravure plates render outdoor 
subjects magnificently; the process is less satisfactory for paintings. (914°5) 


ANNIGONI: SPANISH SKETCHBOOK. With a photographic record 
of the journey by Alex Sterling. Museum Press, 35s. 1957. 32 cm. 10 pages of text. 
82 pages of drawings by Annigoni and photographs by Alex Sterling. 

Someting new in travel books is here provided by placing together, side by side, 

photographs and paintings of identical views seen from the same position. Photo- 

gtapher Alex Sterling and painter Annigoni, the latter a celebrity since his portrait 
of the Queen appeared in 1955, spent three weeks in Spain — this joint record 
of their journey. The two media complement each other, offering variety, contrast 
and interesting comparisons. Figures and interior scenes are included as well as land- 
scape in a book which gives an authentic interpretation of Spain seen simultaneously 
through the lens of the camera and the artist’s eye. (914°6) 


SILK HATS AND NO BREAKFAST. Notes on a Spanish Journey. 
Honor Tracy. Methuen, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 222 pages. Map. 
Miss Tracy’s wanderings took her from Algeciras through Jerez de la Frontera up 
the western frontier of Spain to Galicia. This is not the kind of book devoted to 
Spanish art or architecture. Although there is nothing narrow about her interests, 
what the author most enjoys is human contact. She travelled off the beaten track 
and her book is full of highly entertaining encounters with hotel-keepers, horse- 
dealers, gipsies, bishops and many others. She is keenly aware of the incongruity in 
Spanish eyes of a woman writcr travelling alone, but she turns this situation to account 
with considerable wit and charm. (914-6) 


TREASURE SEEKER IN CHINA. Orvar Karlbeck. Translated from 
the Swedish by Naomi Walford. Cresset Press, 21s. 19$7. 22 cm. 228 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. 

This book should appeal to anybody interested in Chinese antiquities. It describes 

the experience of a leading expert in this field, originally a railway engineer in China, 

who unearthed archaeological material during his excavations, made a thorough study 
of the subject, and was then commissioned by the China Committee of Sweden to 
make collections for its Museum of Far Eastern Antiquities. The book covers the 
period 1928-1935, when banditry was rife, and the lesser-known provinces of North- 
Western China. (915-1) 


THE GOLDEN BUBBLE. Arabian Gulf Documentary. Roderic Owen. 
Collins, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

The Persian or Arabian Gulf, as here called, provokes a steady flow of books and 

articles on travel, oil, strategy and politics. Mr. Owen’s contribution is thoroughly 
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absorbing. Unattached to any organisation, official or commercial, he had a centre 
in a Bahrain Arab house and met British and Arabs of all ranks and occupations, and 
was accepted as ‘court poet’ to the Shaikh of Abu Dhabi. He examines rising problems 
which astute observations led him to perceive in this era of political, economic and 
social change in the Gulf. Although many of them have escaped the attention of other 
observers, they are important. He writes in quiet, pleasing style, bringing to life 
these areas of sand and sea and the people who work and live there. (o15-3) 


DIVERSIONS OF A DIPLOMAT IN CEYLON. Philip L. Crowe. 
Macmillan, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 330 pages. Illustrations by P. E. P. Deraniyagala. Map. 
Index. 

An absorbing book by a well-known traveller who was recently United States 

Ambassador to Ceylon. His diversions spring from an amazing range of interests, 

and include journeys by car and foot across hundreds of miles of jungle, discussions 

with people of all ranks and occupations, game hunting (big and small), fishing, 
village life, archaeology, the Veddah aborigines, history, tea plantations, ornithology 
and botany. Few authors could do justice to the enchanting beauty of Ceylon, its 
rich fauna and flora and its fascination for the traveller. Mr. Crowe is one who can, 
and his book should appeal not only to those who know Ceylon, but to all who like 
a good travel story, well told. (915-48) 


KATAKALA. Michael Kittermaster. Constable, 20s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. 
Mr. Kittermaster’s book, set in the lakeside district of an unnamed British territory 
in Central Africa, presents a series of loosely linked fictionalised episodes which 
between them cover most aspects of the community and its life: the District Officer, 
the King’s African Rifles, labour recruiting for the Johannesburg mines, Indian 
traders and their relations with the African, the eccentric lake shore community, 
the activities of a large number of missionary bodies, the complexities of African 
courtship, and much more. It is a tolerant and friendly book, free from woolliness, 
and contrives to be gently amusing throughout without ever seeming to score off its 
dramatis personae. (916-897) 


TO THE CITY OF THE DEAD. An account of Travels in Mexico. 
George Woodcock. Faber, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
The title is not particularly appropriate for this engrossing travel book. Mr.Woodcock 
and his wife, in 1953, travelled fairly extensively in Central Mexico, making relatively 
lengthy stays in Mexico City and San Miguel. The passages descriptive of the scenery 
are very finely done, and the author is equally percipient in analysing social and 
political conditions. He establishes clearly the gap between the medieval world of the 
peasants and that of the new class of administrators and capitalists with their alien 
inspiration: despite revolutionary changes, he concluded that improvement in the lot 
of the peasant has been almost imperceptible. History, art and archaeology are 
treated in the same masterly fashion. The range of Mr. Woodcock’s interests is wide, 
and his book will rank high in contemporary travel literature. (917-2) 


U.S.A. Its Geography and Growth. Original text prepared by the U.S. 
Information Service. New edition prepared by Dr. R. Tamsma. Murray, 10s.6d. 
1957. Obl. 25 cm. 124 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Maps. Bibliography. 

This book recounts the partnership of man and geography in the growth of the 

United States. After the basic geographic factors have been clearly set out, the story 

of the occupancy of the land is traced for each of the six great regions. The main theme 
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is the influence of the ‘wilderness’ and the ‘frontier’ in shaping modern America; but 
against the resourcefulness and ingenuity of the New England farmer is set, for 
example, the ignorance and greed responsible for the dust bowls of the Great Plains. 
Recent developments described are the industrial transformation of the South, 
the agricultural revolution wrought in the Corn Belt by hybrid corn and 
commercial farming, and the opening of the struggle to tame the Missouri. The 
text is well ordered and stimulating; not all the illustrations are of the same high 
standard. (917°3) 


TSCHIFFELY’S RIDE. A. F. Tschiffely. Abridged edition. Pan Books, 
2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations. Map. Paper covers. 
It is thirty years since Tschiffely completed his famous ride from Buenos Aires t 
New York, on which, with his two Creole horses, he had spent two and a half years 
and covered over ten thousand miles. The appearance of this slightly abridged edition 
is evidence that this outstanding achievement is firmly established in public esteem. 
There is no hint of record breaking or of secking after sensation; steadfastly and for 
the most part unperturbedly, he pursues his way, whether it be by mountain trail, 
desert or tropical jungle. As Miss Pat Smythe writes in her brief foreword, his 
decds should ‘inspire young people today to live his kind of life, gay, exciting, and 
caring least of all for financial gain’. (918) 


SARAWAK. Hedda Morrison. Macgibbon & Kee, 63s. 1957. 26 cm. 288 pages 
including approximately 250 full-page photographs by the author. Maps. 
Bibliography. 

Mr. Malcom Macdonald, in his foreword to Mrs. Morrison’s very attractive volume, 

summarises its merits succinctly and fairly in the words ‘Her affectionate under- 

sanding of different types of people, her deep interest in their problems, her 
indefatigable zeal as a jungle traveller and her superb skill with a camera combine to 
make this picture-book a brilliant image of Sarawak life.’ The author groups her 
photographs into sections dealing with The Land, Cultivation of Foodstuffs, Economic 

Framework and The Peoples, each section with a brief informative text. A compre- 

hensive bibliography completes the usefulness of this volume, which will be of value 

to geographers as well as of interest to all who delight in travel. (919-11) 


BEYOND AUSTRALIA’S CITIES. Bill Beatty. Cassell, 18s. 1957. 
21 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations. 
This agreeable book deals with an Australia not seen by the normal visitor to its 
cities and tourist centres. The author has travelled to remote parts of inland Australia 
and along lonely shores by varied forms of transport. The places he has visited and 
the people he has met he records in an unpretentious way, noting items of local lore, 
anecdotes and epitaphs, and he gives generally a vivid description of areas where the 
pioneering spirit is constantly demanded and where the urban life of Australia seems 
very remote. (919-4) 


HAWAII: Isles of Dreams. Jacques Chegaray. Translated from the French 

by Viola G. Garvin. Arthur Barker, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Jacques Chegaray is establishing a reputation as a writer of attractive travel books, 
particularly on the Pacific islands. In this account of the Hawaiian group he shows 
himself as lively and observant as ever. The easy and comfortable life of the Hawaiians 
in a perfect natural setting, the lengths to which they have gone to attract American 
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tourists, the contrasts between the various communities, particularly the Chinese and 
Japanese—the latter are rapidly becoming the dominating influence—the romantic 
legends of the early Polynesian settlers, these provide him with rich and varied 
material, all of which is pervaded by a warm human sympathy. The translation is 


excellent. (919°69) 


GLACIER ISLAND. The Official Account of the British South Georgia 
Expedition 1954-1955. George Sutton. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations. Maps by Harry Pretty. Index. 

The leader’s account of this mountaineering expedition shows, as Colonel Martin 

Lindsay remarks in the foreword, that he has ‘uncommon literary ability’. He 

describes vividly and with a rather acid humour the experiences of the climbers in 

the unexplored mountainous interior as they struggled with crevassed glaciers, 


fantastic icefalls and treacherous snow slopes, plus gales or mists. That only one 
medium summit was climbed was a small reward for their endurance, but it would 
seem that two parties of two climbers each, acting independently, was not the best 
method of operating in these severe conditions. There are many exciting moments 
in the narrative, candid but fundamentally sympathetic portraits of the members, 
and interesting glimpses of the whaling community, so that the reader’s attention is 
held throughout. This is a good book of its class, excellently illustrated. (919-711)

I LEAP OVER THE WALL. Monica Baldwin. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 
1957. 18 cm. 314 pages. Paper covers. 

The author entered one of the most strictly enclosed contemplative Catholic orders 
just before the First World War began in 1914, and, by a special dispensation from 
Rome, returned to the outer life in 1941, plunging straight into the stress and clamour 
of London. She had to rediscover a world in which almost everything had changed 
drastically since she left it. Her account of life in wartime England is interwoven with 
her account of convent life, and both are made very real and vivid to the reader. 
She has produced an engaging and remarkable book, in which her humour and 
perception match her courage and humility. (92) 


I LIVED UNDER HITLER. An Englishwoman’s Story. Sybil Bannister, 
Rockliff, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 264 pages. 
A civilian’s account of life in war-time Germany is of interest to everbody, especially 
when so well written as this. The author married a German doctor in 1936 and spent 
the war chiefly in Danzig and Bromberg, sharing the horrors and deprivations. 
endured by the civil population. Both she and her small son were badly burned in 
an air raid on Barmen. Her husband asked her for a divorce, and subsequently her 
son was removed from her care by the Gestapo. On the approach of the Russians she 
escaped with her son, after many hardships, to Hamburg, whence she eventually 
regained England. This moving story is notably free from bitterness and convincing 
in its simplicity. (92) 


BAUDELAIRE. Enid Starkie. New edition. Faber, 50s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
622 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Indexes. 

When Dr. Starkie’s Life first appeared in 1933 Baudelaire had not gained full 

recognition as a poet, and discussion of his life was considered faintly improper. 

Today he is acclaimed as one of the greatest influences in modern poetry, while his 
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life is studied with increasing psychological comprehension. It is an unhappy story 
of misunderstandings, financial straits, abortive love affairs, disease and tragic death 
and, throughout, the struggle between aspiration towards goodness and proclivity 
towards vice. Dr. Starkie, tireless in research, handles her material admirably (no 
one has written so understandingly of the poet’s mother). With the Notes and 
Bibliography brought up to date, and three added Appendices, this is indeed a 


volume of major importance. (92) 


STRONG MAN EGYPTOLOGIST. Being the dramatized story vt 
Giovanni Belzoni. Colin Clair. Oldbourne Press, 5s. 1957. 17 cm. 184 pages. 
Frontispiece. Bibliography. (Close-up Biographies) 

Belzoni was one of the remarkable characters thrown up by the Napoleonic wars. 

An Italian barber’s son, he studied hydraulic engineering before emigrating to 

England at twenty-one to avoid French conscription. He earned a living as a 

theatrical strong man for ten years and then found his opportunity in Egypt; here 

he achieved remarkable successes first in transporting colossal archaeological frag- 
ments and later in the excavation of tombs. Mr. Clair confines himself to a straight 
factual narrative which attempts little characterisation, but the story POssesses 

sufficient appeal on its own merits. (92) 


HENRY BROUGHAM. Frances Hawes. Cape, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 326 
pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The subject of this study, Henry, first baron Brougham and Vaux, 1778-1863, was 
a noteworthy figure in the social and political scene. A man of outstanding abilities, 
phenomenal industry and great drive, he touched life on many sides. He made his 
way in politics as a superb orator, with great human sympathies, finding an outlet 
in unremitting work for social causes such as education, anti-slavery legislation and 
legal reforms. Yet, with all his gifts, there were grave failings which puzzled 
contemporaries and robbed Brougham of full recognition by historians. This short 
life has its defects, but on the whole it is a penetrating study, which considers both 
the failures and successes of an interesting carcer. (92) 


MR. CRICKET. The Autobiography of W. H. Ferguson as told to David R. 
Jack. Nicholas Kaye, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 
The role of cricket scorer may appear a humble one, but Mr. Ferguson is undoubtedly 
the most efficient practitioner the game has ever known and has devised analyses and 
statistics of matches well beyond the scope of the conventional scorer. An Australian 
by birth, he has been scorer and baggage-master to English and Australian touring 
teams in every Dominion for over fifty years and his recollections of the giants ot 
past and present are those of a sympathetic, modest, but extremely shrewd observer. 
He has rendered great services to cricket and his story is well worth the telling.

THE JEWEL IN THE LOTUS. Recollections of an Indian Political. 
B. J. Gould. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 266 pages. Illustrations. Maps by 
D. R. Baker. Index. : 

This record of a Political Officer’s thirty-seven years of service in India or on its 

frontiers will stand as a permanent monument of days that are gone, and of the 

great men of the old Indian Civil Service. It is also valuable to have an eye-witness 
account of such historical events as the Delhi Durbar of 1911 and the Installation of 
the 14th Dalai Lama in 1940. The author’s life reveals his versatility, not only in his 
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descriptions of the more conventional diversions of the British in India—polo, 
shooting, pig-sticking—but also in his erudite interest in the flora and fauna of the 
country, and in hawking, sailing, ski-ing and languages. His several books on the 
Tibetan language are scholarly works in philology. This volume shows Sir Basil 
Gould as a man devoted to his profession, which was for him a vocation. (92) 


THE HOLSTEIN PAPERS. Vol. IL. Diaries. Edited by Norman Rich 
and M. H. Fisher. Translated from the German by Joan Spencer. Cambridge 
University Press, 45s. 1957. 25 cm. 426 pages. Frontispiece. Indexes. 

Historians have been severe in their judgments on Friedrich von Holstein (1836-1909), 

for so long subordinate to Bismarck in the German Foreign Office, and from 1890- 

1906 largely responsible for the direction of foreign policy. He has been condemned 

as an unscrupulous, self-seeking master of intrigue, the evil genius of the Emperor, 

and a sinister figure behind the scenes of international diplomacy. This second 
volume of his papers contains the diaries he kept between 1891 and 1906. They will 
be welcomed by historians not only for the fresh light they throw on the man 
himself (which will necessitate a much more complex analysis of his personality) 
but also for the intimate picture they give of the ageing Bismarck and other important 
figures in the German diplomatic service, and in court circles. (92) 


C.D. The Life and Times of Clarence Decatur Howe. Leslie Roberts. Clarke, 
Irwin (Toronto, Canada), $5.00. 1957. 23-5 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The record of achievement of C. D. Howe is unassailable. He revolutionised the 
economic life of Canada after entering the Cabinet in 1935 without any previous 
political experience. To his foresight and genius for organisation Canada owes the 
National Harbours Board, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, Trans-Canada 
Air Lines, the invaluable industrial contribution to the allied war effort, the smooth 
economic transition from war to peace, the development of companies dealing with 
synthetic rubber and uranium. Yet this represents but a fraction of his work. As 
Minister of Trade and Commerce he controlled twenty-one of the eighty-two govern- 
ment departments. Mr. Roberts calls him a ‘phenomenon in Canadian public life’ 
and warns against his type being allowed to harness the institutions of freedom to 
their will. A most provocative and important book. (92) 


JOHN LOCKE. A Biography. Maurice Cranston. Longmans, 42s. 1957. 
23 cm. $12 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
[his is the most thorough and readable biography of Locke to have so far appeared. 
Beginning work in 1948, the author had the good fortune to draw upon the extensive 
Lovelace Collection which the Bodleian Library purchased after the war. In 
consequence, a new and more subtle, more versatile, but no less sympathetic figure 
emerges. We learn of the boy from Somerset, the Oxford undergraduate, the 
budding diplomat, the student of medicine, and finally of the life of the mature 
thinker interrupted but sometimes stimulated by events which brought tribulation, 
exile, intense controversy, but always growing recognition. This fresh and clearly 
written book on one of the greatest of British thinkers is within the reach of every 
intelligent reader. (92) 


THE BOX AND THE PUPPETS. Nathaniel Micklem. Bles, 13s.6d. 1957. 
22 cm. 148 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Taking the title of his autobiography from Thackeray’s Vanity Fair, Dr. Micklem, 

former Principal of Mansfield College, Oxford, has written a highly entertaining 
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story of his life. The style is matched to the story and, although it may not be true 
that an autobiography cannot be dull, there is not a dull page in this book. Dr. 
Micklem has cultivated a variety of interests—theology, politics, journalism, Christian 
unity—and he writes about them all with an enviable charm. While he necessarily 
tells us much about himself, there is no trace of egotism in his reminiscences and he 
has a charitable pen. (92) 


WOMAN PILOT. ‘Jackie’ Moggridge. Michael Joseph, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
238 pages. Frontispiece. Map. 
Too few books have been written about the part played by women pilots in peace 
and war. Mrs. Moggridge, South African-born, qualified for her ‘A’ licence and 
parachuted from five thousand feet at the exceptional age of seventeen. At the 
outbreak of World War II she joined the W.A.A.F., transferring at the first 
opportunity to the Air Transport Auxiliary where she achieved the record number 
of ferried aircraft. Her post-war service included flying jets and delivering Spitfires 
throughout the troubled Middle East and to Burma. Her story is conversationally 
told with frank simplicity and an adventurous romantic content. It should be widely 


read. (92) 


LETTERS OF JOHN HENRY NEWMAN. A Selection edited and 
introduced by Derek Stanford and Muriel Spark. Peter Owen, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
252 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

The interest in the life of Cardinal Newman seems to show signs of steady growth and 

will be quickened by the publication of this volume of letters. Here we have a 

representative selection from his correspondence as an Anglican and a Roman 

Catholic. Mr. Stanford, who is an Anglican, contributes an introduction to the 

letters of the Anglican period and Miss Spark, a Catholic, edits the Catholic section 

for which she has written an introduction. In these pages Newman appears as a 

gentle, urbane, complex, often frustrated character, a writer of inimitable prose but 

above all a man of transparent picty. (92) 


GREAT LION OF BECHUANALAND. The Life and Times of Roger 
Price, Missionary. Edwin W. Smith. Independent Press for the London Missionary 
Society, 32s.6d. 1957. 22-5 cm. 460 pages. 22 photographs. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Roger Price (1834-1900) was a missionary in South Africa who has not previously 

received due credit for his personality or work. In this engrossing volume Dr. Smith, 

a veteran missionary and missionary historian, has drawn on Price’s own papers, 

as well as on a wide range of published and unpublished material, to recreate the 

story of a dedicated and adventurous life, and to relate it to the history and tribal 
life of the people among whom Price worked. There are interesting glimpses of 

Livingstone and the Moffats, and such African rulers as Khama and Sechele. Two 

long appendices deal with the Makololo people and with the mysterious deaths of 

most of Price’s party at Dinyanti in 1860. (92) 


THE GOLDEN SWORD. Being the dramatized story of Sir Thomas 
Stamford Raffles (1781-1826). Nina Epton. Oldbourne Press, ss. 1957. 17 cm. 
202 pages. Portrait. Bibliography. (Close-up Biographies) 

Sir Stamford Raffles achieved a remarkable position in the East as Lieutenant- 

Governor of Java from 1811 to 1815 and later as the founder of Singapore. His other 

activities included the founding of the London Zoo. The events and achievements 
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of his short life have been studied in detail in several biographies and special studies 
in recent years; this small book aims at giving a popular but authoritative account of 
the man himself, and succeds admirably. (92) 


REMBRANDT AND SPINOZA. A Study of the Spiritual Conflicts in 
Seventeenth-Century Holland. W. R. Valentiner. Phaidon Press, 21s. 1957. 
28 cm. 88 pages. Illustrations. 

Dr. Valentiner’s long analytical essay examines two opposing conceptions in Dutch 

culture, the intuitive and the rationalistic, which are exemplified in two great 

Dutchmen, the painter Rembrandt (1606-1669) and the philosopher Spinoza (1632- 

1676). The links, as well as the contrasts, between these two men form the principal 

theme of an absorbing study which contains illuminating sections on the ethico- 

religious beliefs and political developments which influenced Dutch culture in the 
mid-17th century. Rembrandt's religous beliefs, his possible connection with the 

Mennonite sect, and his attitude towards the Bible and classical antiquity are also 

discussed. The plates are mainly of portraits. (92) 


THE LIFE OF SAINT TERESA OF AVILA. By Herself. Newly 
translated from the Spanish with an introduction by J. M. Cohen. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 316 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

The autobiography of St. Teresa of Avila, the great 16th century Spanish mystic and 

reformer of the Carmelite Order, is among the most famous spiritual books in the 

world. Although it has been translated into English in the past, it is now for the 
first time available in a cheap and handy form. The translation makes clear and easy 
reading, and anyone who has not yet encountered this classic, even if they reject 

Teresa's belief about the religious life, must be fascinated by what she tells us about 


herself. (92) 


SAINTE-BEUVE. Harold Nicolson. Constable, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 286 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Sainte-Beuve, France’s greatest literary critic, ranks ‘among the most accomplished 
men of letters any civilisation has ever produced’. In thirty-two years of unremitting 
labour he produced the twenty-cight volumes of the Lundis, treating an amazing 
variety of subjects from antiquity to his own times; the six volumes of Port Royal, 
his masterpiece (its background and the history of the Jansenist movement are 
admirably studied by Sir Harold); a novel Volupté (Sir Harold’s analysis is the best 
yet written); and poems influenced by the English poets. He had his blind spots 
(Balzac, Baudelaire) but never praised what he judged unworthy. He was not a 
pleasing character: physically extraordinarily unattractive, frustrated in his love 
affairs (except that with Victor Hugo’s wife), he never new happiness. Sir Harold 
Nicolson has written a masterpiece of sympathetic penetration: his own debt to 
Sainte-Beuve is most generously repaid. (92) 


BY REQUEST. An Autobiography. André L. Simon. Wine and Food 
Society, 358. 1957. 25 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
André Simon’s long career has included thirty years of selling champagne; the 
promotion of interest in wine and its handmaiden, food, through a succession of 
social organisations—The Wine Trade Club, The First Edition Club, The Saintsbury 
Club and, most notably, The Wine and Food Society, which has twenty branches 
in the United Kingdom, twenty-two in the United States and twenty-one in other 
countries; and, concurrently with these activities, the writing and publishing of about 
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100 books with the same purpose. This career has not been free from disappoint- 
ments, but he has been ‘lifted over all by the light, sane, joy of life, the heritage of 
the Gaul’, by his natural optimism and by his genius for friendship—qualities which 
inform this autobiography and give it a sparkling lightness like that of the wine with 
which he was so much concerned. (92) 


HORSES, HOUNDS AND HUMANS. Being the dramatized story of 
R. S. Surtees. Aubrey Noakes. Oldbourne Press, 5s. 1957. 17 cm. 184 pages. 
Frontispiece. Bibliography. (Close-up Biographies) 

An excellent addition to a new and unusual series of biographies. Much more than a 

sporting writer with an enthusiasm for the hunting field, Surtees was the creator of 

that vivid world of horse-copers, frauds, matchmaking mammas and eccentric peers, 
of Jorrocks, Soapey Sponge, Facey Romford and of that host of characters with 
which he peopled the countryside a century ago. Thackeray was his friend and 
admirer and with Surtees at his best only Dickens is his rival. The biography is an 
excellent introduction to an unusual character—the best type of country squire and 
magistrate, but above all a gifted satirist of his times. (92) 


THE TICHBORNE CLAIMANT. A _ Victorian Mystery. Douglas 
Woodruff. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. $00 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). 
Sources. Index. 

In 1874 the claimant to the Tichborne title and estates was declared by the Lord 

Chief Justice to be an imposter and he was sentenced to fourteen years’ penal servitude. 

This is an extraordinary case of impersonation which has been written up in detail 

for the first time from family and legal papers. Violent public controversy was 

aroused for and against the claimant. He came to England from Australia thirteen 
years after Roger Tichborne had been given up for drowned and was successively 
recognised as Roger by Roger’s mother and others connected with the family, 
while his identity was vigorously denied by other immediate relations. This book 
follows the fantastic story of the claimant from his first emergence as Sir Roger 
Tichborne in 1867 down to his death thirty-three years later. (92) 


THE MAGIC BATON. Toscanini’s Life for Music. Filippo Sacchi. Revised 
and abridged edition translated from the Italian by Vladimir Kean. Putnam, 21s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This is an abridged version of a larger book written by a distinguished Italian 

journalist who worked in Milan and Turin and knew Toscanini personally. Signor 

Sacchi writes with a sense of proportion and dignity worthy of his subject, and a fine 

understanding of the cultural and historical background to Toscanini’s life and work 

in Italy. It is this country, and not America and other lands, that rightly concerns the 
author, for Toscanini, although internationally famous, remained an Italian musician. 

While there is no attempt to minimise the flaws in his temperament, they are rightly 

seen in the perspective of his passionate integrity which exalted purely musical values 

above all others. This is probably the most percipient book on Toscanini yet published 

in English. (92) 


MY FRIEND TOULOUSE-LAUTREC. Francois Gauzi. Translated from 
the French by Paul Dinnage. Neville Spearman, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 110 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 


This personal account of the French painter Toulouse-Lautrec (1864-1901) consists 
of anecdotes and conversations recorded by an artist friend. Concerned with Lautrec 
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the man rather than Lautrec the artist, it gives a racy account of life in the Latin 
Quarter of Paris at the end of the roth century. Connossseurs of la vie de bohéme will 
enjoy the remarkable photographs, hitherto unpublished, of Lautrec and his friends 
against the background of the music-halls, bars and cafés of Montmartre. This 
fin-de-si¢cle world held a great fascination for the superbly gifted, crippled artist, and 
‘the biographical details here given suggest that Lautrec was by no means only a 
spectator of the free and easy life which swirled around him. (92) 


TRULY THANKFUL: A Sequel to an Autobiography. Francis Toye. 
Barker, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This informal sequel to Mr. Toye’s autobiography, For What We Have Received, 
contains the author’s life-story from his first appointment as Director of the British 
Institute, Florence, through his wartime experiences in France and England and his 
notable work for the British Council in Brazil, to his return to Florence after the war. 
The book is richly characteristic of the author in its zest for all aspects of civilised 
living (especially people, music and food), its attacks on uncongenial features of 
modern life (especially officialdom) and its warm humanity. (92)

THE LION AND THE THRONE. The Life and Times of Sir Edward 
Coke 1552-1634. Catherine Drinker Bowen. Hamish Hamilton, 42s. 1957. 23 cm. 
$46 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

For readers who like to form a picture of an age through biography here are three 

interesting views of carly 17th century England. Miss Handover introduces a character 

whose life was lived in society and court circles. Arbella was the daughter of Henry 

Stuart, the brother of Lord Darnley (who married Mary Queen of Scots), and had as 

maternal grandmother that redoubtable Elizabethan personality, Bess of Hardwick, 

Countess of Shrewsbury. The book is a lively account of Arbella’s life at Hardwick 

and later at court, until her wilful marriage without the King’s consent landed her 

in the Tower. It is a distinct contribution to the social history of the period. Mr. 

Hulme’s scholarly study introduces a striking character in the struggle for parliamen- 

tary freedom in the early 17th century. There has been no life of Eliot since the 19th 

century and the author has worked from family papers, and has also had the use of 

several unpublished parliamentary diaries discovered in recent years. The result is a 

comprehensive, sdineakian and authoritative life, which students of the period will 

find most useful. Mrs. Bowen is an experienced biographer, and her enthusiasm and 

wide reading have enabled her to succeed in a task which, to say the least of it, was a 

formidable one. Sir Edward Coke was a dominant figure in the life of early Stuart 

England. A great lawyer, an indomitable parliament man, he was involved in most 

of the great trials and the political controversies of his day, while his legal writings 

had a profound influence upon the development of the common law. Mrs. Bowen 
writes well on all these varied aspects of Coke’s career, not omitting his matrimonial 

troubles, which add a piquant interest to her story. (92) 
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DAYS OF THE PHOENIX. The Nineteen-Twenties I Remember. Van 
Wyck Brooks. Dent, 30s. 1957. 21 cm. 204 pages. Frontispiece. 
The literary scene in the United States during the First World War and the nineteen- 
twenties forms the background of this second volume of the autobiography begun 
in Scenes and Portraits. Sinclair Lewis, Theodore Dreiser, Sherwood Anderson, John 
Dos Passos, H. L. Mencken, Waldo Frank and Hendrick Willem Van Loon are a 
few of the figures dealt with at some length; innumerable others merely flit across 
the scene, including Hemingway and Scott Fitzgerald. An historian rather than a 
critic, Van Wyck Brooks excels in short, informative and vivid portraits. He ends 
with an account of his own psychological collapse, which coincided with the Wall 
Street crash of 1929 and the close of an epoch of optimism. (928) 


Europe 
THE TRAVELS OF LEO OF ROZMITAL through Germany, Flanders, 
England, France, Spain, Portugal and Italy, 1465-1467. Translated from the 
German and Latin and edited by Malcolm Letts. Cambridge University Press for 
the Hakluyt Society, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. 212 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
(Hakluyt Society, Second Series, No. CVII1) 
Leo of Rozmital, a Bohemian noble, set out in 1465 on a mission to the courts of 
western Europe to obtain support for his brother-in-law, the Hussite king of Bohemia. 
Two accounts by members of his party are extant, which, though known to scholars, 
had not previously been translated into English. Mr. Letts meets this want effectively 
with a spirited rendering and provides extensive annotations. Leo was generally 
received hospitably by kings and princes, and much of the book records the ensuing 
ceremonies and entertainments. But there is a good deal besides to interest not only 
the historian and the archaeologist but also the general reader—the English peasants 
busily ditching round their fields, the influx of Africans into Portugal, the rumours 
about voyages to the west, the dangers of travel in Spain, and so on. (940-21) 


World War Il 
FOUR IN THE SHADOWS. A True Story of Espionage in Occupied 
France. Eric Piquet-Wicks. Jarrolds, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. 
During World War II the author worked at the London Headquarters of French 
Resistance and in this book he pays tribute to the Movement through the reconstructed 
stories of four brave men: Jean Moulin, Fred Scamaroni, Henri Labit and Pierre 
Brossolette. Outstanding among these is Moulin, founder of the National Council of 
Resistance, whose tireless work, calm courage and death from torture form the 
highlight. His three compatriots followed the same path and each ended his own 
life rather than risk giving information under duress. The stories range from London 
to France, Corsica, Dakar and Algiers, and give a full picture of the development of 
France’s fight for freedom by sabotage, espionage and constant underground warfare.

Britain Scotland 
*®SCOTTISH STUDIES. Vol. 1, No. 1, January 1957. Editor: Wreford 
Watson. Oliver & Boyd for the School of Scottish Studies, University of Edinburgh. 
Published twice yearly. 20s. per annum. 22-5 cm. Illustrated. 
This new journal of Edinburgh University’s School of Scottish Studies is to appear 
twice a year, and will be devoted to aspects of Scottish culture. The first number 
includes an account of the work of the School of Scottish Studies, and articles on 
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cultural relations between Scotsmen and Norsemen, Scottish estate plans, Gaelic 
folksongs, and the plough in Scotland. It will be of interest to students of folk culture 
in general, as well as to those more specifically concerned with Scotland. (941-05) 


WATERLOO TO PETERLOO. R. J. White. Heinemann, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 212 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. White, Fellow of Downing College and Lecturer in History in the University of 
Cambridge, is the author of The Conservative Tradition and other works. His new 
contribution to English social history deals with the stormy period 1815-1819, 
following the upsets of the Napoleonic Wars and the changes associated with the 
industrial revolution. Labour troubles and political unrest, culminating in the 
‘massacre of Peterloo’ (1819), threw into relief a number of odd characters, such as 
Oliver the Spy. Mr. White’s account of them, and of the whole scene, will delight 
both the general reader and the student of history. (942-07) 


India 


MY INDIAN MUTINY DIARY. William Howard Russell. Edited with 
an essay on the Mutiny and its consequences by Michael Edwardes. Cassell, 30s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

William Howard Russell in his day was a widely-travelled man. Times correspondent 

in the Crimea and later in India, he was a wise and skilful reporter as his diary of the 

Indian Mutiny shows. First published in 1860, it is a document of considerable interest 

and one of the earliest on-the-spot records of this imperial tragedy. Its pages bear 

testimony to Russell’s political sagacity, keen perception and broad humanity. He 
was no respecter of persons, giving praise and apportioning blame wherever he 
deemed it was deserved. In particular, his reporting on the atrocities committed by 
both sides in the struggle is characterised by objectivity and at times painful frankness. 

The diary is ably edited by Michael Edwardes who contributes a valuable introduction 

in which he traces the origins and effects of the Mutiny on British life and policy in 

India. (954°08)

THE VALLEY OF THE TRENT. Edited with an introduction and notes 
by Edwin C. Guillet. Champlain Society (Toronto, Canada): distributed by the 
Ontario Historical Society, $5.00. 1957. 24°5 cm. 474 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Index. 

The Champlain Society, with the support of the Ontario government, has inaugurated 

a new series of volumes containing source material dealing regionally with the 

history of Ontario. This first volume covers the middle-eastern part of the province, 

the part made notable in the early days by the settlement of such literary pioneers as 
two of the Strickland sisters, and by large-scale assisted Irish immigration. Mr. Guillet 
has included excerpts from manuscripts, newspapers, old and rare books and 
pamphlets, which, with the excellent contemporary illustrations, give a vivid and 
valuable account of early life in this interesting area. (971-3) 


United States of America 


VIRGINIA 1584-1607. The first English Settlement in North America. 
A brief history with a selection of contemporary narratives. Edited by Alan Smith. 
Theodore Brun, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm, 142 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 

This miscellany is published for the 350th anniversary of the founding of Jamestown, 

Virginia, U.S.A., celebrated this year. The narratives and documents have been 
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taken from the standard editions of Hakluyt’s Voyages and Captain John Smith’s 
Generall Historie of Virginia, the illustrations and maps from De Bry and other sources. 
These first-hand accounts by the earliest English explorers and settlers present their 
adventures graphically, with glimpses of Indian life, from the first discovery of 
Virginia by Amadas and Barlowe in 1584 to the colony’s dramatic rescue by Lord 
Delaware in 1610. (975°5) 


Australia 
PARADISE OF DISSENT: South Australia 1829-1857. Douglas Pike. 
Longmans (Melbourne, Australia, and London), 70s. 1957. 25 cm. 584 pages. References. 
Index. 
This scholarly and well-documented work by a Reader in History in the University 
of Adelaide gives the history of South Australia from its inception in 1829 to 1857 
when the colony became self-governing. His aim has been threefold—to show how 
the foundation of the colony was brought about by Englishmen who had found 
themselves in a frustrated minority, and how this affected later generations; to 
broaden the view of Australian history beyond that which includes only the eastern 
Australian states; and to show the very sharp connection between British history and 
the history of free settlement in Australia. (994-2) 


FICTION 


General 
SEIZE THE DAY. Saul Bellow. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 10s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 160 pages. 

Compared with the author’s successful long picaresque novel, The Adventures of 
Augie March, this is a story of remarkable compression. The hero, a middle-aged 
American whose ambitions and marriage have come to grief, tries to retrieve his 
fortunes by speculating in shares: his failure and the consequent reproaches of his 
wife and father bring on a psychological crisis. The plot illustrates particularly 
skilfully the peculiar pressures of American urban life on a man who fails to make the 
grade in the accepted fashion. The sketch of the hero’s disintegration is a brilliant 
piece of writing, even if the final solution is less convincing. 


THE UNGUARDED HOUSE. Heinrich B6ll. Translated from the 

German by Mervyn Savill. Arco Publications, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
This story, almost devoid of action and set in a Germany still confused and unsettled 
some cight or nine years after the end of the war, is told largely in terms of the 
thoughts passing through the minds of two fatherless boys and their more or less 
morally unbalanced mothers. A frequent use of flashbacks and the typically German 
device of repetition, which is related to the Wagnerian Leitmotiv, help to intensify 
the sense of fate, of the linking of the past and the present, which imbues much of 
German literature. Heinrich B6ll’s reputation as a novelist and writer of short stories 
is steadily growing, and his future work will be awaited with interest. 


OUTBREAK OF LOVE. Martin Boyd. Murray, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

The Langtons, Anglo-Australians of wealth and social distinction in pre-1914 

Melbourne, figured in several previous novels by this author who here pursues the 

fortunes of a new branch of the family in the months preceding the first world war. 

Diana, married to a German composer of doubtful genius and uncertain morals, 
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gives a musical party which includes a childhood friend who has just returned from 
Europe. She falls in love with him. The outbreak of war ends her brief romance 
and brings to a close the period in Australia’s history when families like the Langtons 
played a leading role. Shrewdly observed and described with elegance and humour, 
this portrait of a vanished era makes an eminently readable novel. 


THE GLASS YEARS. Ewart Brookes. Jarrolds, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
This sequel to Mr. Brookes’ earlier and successful Proud Waters follows into peacetime 
some of the characters who appeared in that book and is primarily concerned with 
the post-war problems of two men, both naval officers of proven courage, and their 
relations with the people nearest to them. For one man, post-war life is fairly straight- 
forward—resumption of family life and coping with the machinations of the racketeers 
who found profit in selling homes to returning heroes. For the other, it is a slow, 
agonising struggle to recapture the balance of mind that profound personal tragedy 
and the horror of war had shattered. Each solves his problems. This is a well written 
novel, with some admirable characterisation, and it has an undoubted ring of 
truth. 


TEN SECONDS FROM NOW. Kay Cicellis. Harvill Press, 13s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 224 pages. 

Kay Cicellis is a practised writer of short stories and radio features and her new 
novel is strongly influenced by this impressionistic technique, which tells a story in 
short flashes leaving the reader to fill in the gaps. The plot is woven around the 
Athens radio station and Miss Cicellis has caught extremely sensitively the hectic 
but somewhat unreal tempo at which broadcasting staffs often find themselves 
obliged to live. The scene moves from the city to the Aegean islands where her 
characters spend their holidays, and over both backgrounds hovers the strange 
contrast between the artificial world of the radio and the timeless landscapes of 
Greece. 


THE CLUB. Andrew Graham. Macmillan, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
Illustrations by Osbert Lancaster. 

Among the historic buildings of London’s club-land the True Blue Club is something 
of a parvenu. Built in the 1840’s by railway magnates, its precincts lack nothing in 
size or gloom, but its membership scarcely matches the distinction of its situation. 
In characterising the behaviour and conventions which are peculiar to the interior of 
London clubs Mr. Graham has hit on an excellent subject for comedy, and in the 
Club secretary, represented as a young ex-Guards officer, beset with the absurdities 
of Club politics, he has contrived just the right foil to the eccentricities of old age. 
A thoroughly amusing novel appropriately illustrated by Osbert Lancaster. 


AT HEART A KING. The Story of Mary Stuart’s Brother. Alice Harwood. 
Bodley Head, 18s. 1957. 21 cm. 392 pages. 

The background of this novel is the troubled Scotland of the Tudor period, where 
the struggle for religious freedom was the theme of 16th century history. The hero 
is James Stuart, the illegitimate brother of Mary, Queen of Scots. The story centres 
around his early life when, with unquestioned loyalty, he was Mary’s helper and 
adviser in governing Scotland, until her ill-fated marriage to Darnley, against James’s 
advice, drove them apart. Miss Harwood is an adept at the historical novel, and in 
this powerful study of war and intrigue in the Scottish court she throws light on the 
historical scene, and provides a striking portrait of her hero. 
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COLLECTED SHORT STORIES. Aldous Huxley. Chatto & Windus, 
21S. 1957. 20 cm. 398 pages. 

Once a prolific writer of stories, Mr. Huxley has produced little in this genre since 
1930; the present volume, which should perhaps be entitled Selected, is drawn from 
the decade following 1920. It contains all the best-known tales, such as Happily Ever 
After and The Gioconda Smile, which are characterised by a sophisticated, lightly worn 
erudition and an ironical attitude towards affairs of the heart which on a deeper 
disillusionment. A somewhat didactic author in his novels, Mr. Huxley treats the 
stories with a greater respect for the medium and readers will find here some of the 
finest examples of his fiction. 


THE MISSIONARIES. Robert Jenkins. Macdonald, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
236 pages. 

Upon a Scottish island holy to the memory of a Celtic saint settles a sect of Christians 
in obedience (as they believe) to the Divine command, but in defiance of the laws 
of property. The landlord calls the police in to evict them. The events that follow 
test the faith, Christian or materialist, of all concerned. Was the leader of the sect 
really a saint and wonder-worker? The question is left in doubt; but Andrew Doig, 
an undergraduate who champions the squatters on what he imagines are idealistic 
grounds, returns to the mainland a humbler if not a sadder man. An odd, exhilarating 
book: comic, and at moments curiously moving. The atmosphere of an island on 
which a miracle does not seem impossible is powerfully evoked. 


THE INNOCENT GUNMAN. Jean-Paul Lacroix. Translated from the 

French by Hugh Shelley. Elek Books, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 170 pages. 
A satirical fantasy on the gangster world of France, Britain, Italy and America. The 
head of a gigantic French syndicate for organised violence discovers to his dismay 
that his son’s only ambition is to become a poet. The attempt to re-educate the young 
man produces some extremely funny chapters on the various international centres of 
kidnapping, bootlegging, drug traffic and other rackets, although by comparison the 
chapter on London lacks inspiration. In general the author displays a remarkably 
inventive and mordant wit, much enhanced by his impassive style of retailing the 
wildest extravagances. 


TROUBLE IN MURISTAN. John Marlowe. Cresset Press, 11s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 144 pages. 

Muristan is a small, predominantly Christian Middle-Eastern state, occupying a 
vital strategic position among its turbulent oil-producing Arab neighbours. Mr. 
Marlowe has written an extremely entertaining satire in which he deftly manipulates 
the contemporary pieces on such a chess-board—the Levantine business-man who 
knows every political secret, the ambitious colonel, the Times correspondent, the 
visiting British Parliamentary delegation, and the rival diplomats of the Western 
powers. The action moves swiftly and the local colour is impressive. 


FAR, FAR THE MOUNTAIN PEAK. John Masters. Michael Joseph, 15s. 
1957. 20 cm. 416 pages. 

John Masters’ powerful novel spans a quarter of a century from the Cambridge of 

1902, and much of the scene is set in India. The central figure is Peter Savage, a man 

of drive and insatiable ambition, completely ruthless and determined to excel in all 

he does. Insensitive to the feelings of those around him, he dominates and moulds his 

greatest friend. The latter’s death in a mountaineering accident, for which Savage is 
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responsible, is the breaking point. His vitality and will to conquer sapped, Savage 
becomes incapable of decision and the prolonged moral and physical collapse which 
ensues enables him to rediscover himself and find a way to self-redemption. The 
story is vividly written and contains some magnificent descriptive passages. 


THE CLIMATES OF LOVE. André Maurois. Translated from the French 

by Violet Schiff and Esmé Cook. James Barrie, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 214 pages. 
Written thirty years ago, M. Maurois’ novel relates a man’s two marriages, the first 
described by himself, the second by his second wife. Philippe Marcenat is a successful 
and cultivated business-man, married to a beautiful, affectionate but unstable wife 
who finds him too dictatorial and possessive and finally deserts him. In his second 
marriage the centre of stability has shifted to the wife and the roles are almost 
completely reversed. M. Maurois is a penetrating observer and the book is written 
with that absorption in affairs of the heart to the exclusion of almost all other interests 
which only French writers attain. 


DESERT LOVE. Henri de Montherlant. Translated from the French by 
Alec Brown. Elek Books, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 204 pages. 
M. de Montherlant’s vision of the relation between man and woman is narrow but 
powerful. His stories often seem to take place in close-up, the emotions being 
presented with such ferocity that the author cannot distance himself from the scene. 
This novel is no exception. The plot traces the love affair between a young Arab 
girl and a French officer serving in North Africa, a purely mercenary episode for the 
ormer, but a poignant confession of weakness for the latter. Originally a far more 
ambitious novel on the colonial question was planned, but only the love story from 


it appears here. 


JOURNEYS WE SHALL NEVER MAKE. Short Stories by Monica 
Stirling. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

The same grace of style and instinctive understanding of the human heart which 
made Some Darling Folly so memorable a novel, now lend distinction to this volume. 
Its eighteen stories, each with an individual setting, atmosphere and sharply drawn 
characters, cover a wide range of situation and mood—the loneliness of the simple 
peasant girl in Paris, the sophisticated reminiscences of an old man to the strains of 
Rosenkavalier, the desolation of physical reunion between a husband and wife who 
become strangers. Yet, despite this diversity, the volume is given an essential unity by 
the writer’s deeply felt concern with man’s search for his own identity in the 
confusion of the modern world. 


THE BYSTANDER. Randolph Stow. Macdonald, 13s.6d. 1957. 20.cm. 238 pages. 
Set in Western Australia, this strongly evocative novel brings together a set of 
characters each of whom suffers from an emotional or physical ‘Esability which 
prevents participation in a full and normal life. The young simpleton Keithy develops 
the emotions of an adult when he falls in love, while his mental age remains that of a 
child. Less obvious but equally profound is the disability of the middle-aged Patrick 
whose embittered nature turns to vicious cruelty when he finds himself rejected on 
his wedding night by the woman Keithy loves and who in her turn suffers from a 
lasting spiritual wound. The telling shows maturity and balanced restraint. 








THE WORLD’S GAME. Hugh Thomas. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 1957. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

The publishers describe this novel as ‘a scalding picture’ of international diplomacy 
and the Foreign Office. In fact it is the story of an intelligent young official whose 
sentimental and political education proceed along parallel lines, the one through an 
inconclusive love affair with his senior’s wife, the other through attendance at an 
important Disarmament Conference. Both end in disillusion, and the hero abandons 
both the lady and his profession. The style is attractive and the construction skilful, 
and beneath the apparatus of description, allusion and mocking observation common 
to many good first novels lies a passionate and critical concern. The book is also 
instructive as a manual of Foreign Office procedure. 


THE YOUNG LIFE. Leo Townsend. Cape, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 284 pages. 
Reacting to the school of thought which advocates psychological treatment and 
leniency for young criminals, the author of this first novel identifies himself with the 
victim’s point of view and describes in passionate terms the effect of a criminal assault 
on the life of a young girl. Her principal tormentor goes free and later crosses her 
path again when, after her marriage has ended in failure, she takes refuge in a new 
environment with a sympathetic Fiend, The story suffers from over-emphasis, but 
it is handled with palpable sincerity and reaches a climax of dramatic tension that 
demands respect and holds promise for the author’s future as a novelist. 


OUR GLAD. Joyce Warren. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 320 pages. 
Almost everybody in the Derbyshire mining village of Tor enjoyed singing and 
from earliest childhood the five Miller sisters listened to their mother playing the old 
piano in the bar while their father, the innkeeper, practised for the local Glee Club. 
But Gladys Miller had an outstanding voice which made her a star entertainer in the 
pierrot shows and concert parties touring northern seaside resorts. Generous and 
easy-going, Gladys loved the life of a trouper as long as she could keep her family 
with her, and to do so she started her own company. This gay, warm-hearted novel 
of the entertainment world between the two wars will please many readers. 


LADY WU. A True Story. Lin Yutang. Heinemann, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 
246 pages. 

As a change from novels describing modern China to the West, Dr. Lin Yutang now 
writes an historical biography somewhat reminiscent of Robert Graves’ I Claudius. 
It tells the story of the mistress of a 7th century emperor who forced herself to power 
by appalling ruthlessness. As ‘a tract for the times’ its moral is patent: here is a Chinese 
sage viewing dictatorships as phenomena which come and go in the great cycles of 
history, implying that tortures and ‘brain washings’ have happened before and that 
in time liberal-minded wisdom prevails. 


THE WELL OF HOPE. Herbert Zand. Translated from the German by 
Norman Denny. Collins, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 160 pages. 

This short narrative of an airman’s escape from death is remarkably reminiscent of the 
early writing of St. Exupéry and will bear comparison with it. There is a similar 
dramatis personae, consisting of the hero, his wife and his co-pilot, a similar fascination 
exercised by the solitudes of the sky and the desert, and a similar gift for commemorat- 
ing them in magnificently imaginative metaphors. In this book, the hero, a test-pilot, 
crashes in the North African desert, but finally struggles through to safety. The 
conflict between physical suffering and will-power is described with extraordinary 
power and the text has been admirably translated. 
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A PRIEST IN THE HOUSE. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by 
Brian Rhys. Elek Books, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 304 pages. 

This novel forms one of the early links in the Rougon-Macquart series. The scene is 
provincial Plassans, sufficiently easily identifiable as Zola’s native Aix-en-Provence, 
The story describes the incursion of a sinister Parisian priest, who is lodged with the 
bourgeois Mouret family. The effect of his stay is to provoke religious mania in the 
wife, who in turn drives her husband to insanity. Zola’s anti-clerical ideas are pushed 
to the extreme in his melodramatic characterisation of the priest, but his portrait of 
provincial society is convincingly drawn and is rich in variety. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 


THE SUPERNATURAL READER. Edited by Groff and Lucy Conklin. 
Cassell, 16s. 1957. 20-5 cm. 350 pages. 

A collection of stories about the supernatural which breaks new ground, drawing 
heavily on American as well as British sources. Vampires feature in a number of the 
more unfamiliar tales from America, including one of the best: “The Traitor’ by 
James S. Hart. Ray Bradbury, better known in Science Fiction, is represxnted by’a 
striking tale which is not really supernatural at all. A. E. Coppard, Lord Dunsany, 
E. M. Forster and M. R. James are among the more traditional contributors; so is 
‘Saki’, though his “Gabriel-Ernest’ is perhaps too individual to be called traditional.

Mrs. F. R. Leavis’s revaluation of Mansfield Park and of Jane Austen’s work in general 
is a valuable feature of this new edition, and draws particular attention to the 
Southerton episode as ‘the finest and most original in the Austen novels’. The text 
(well printed) follows the second edition of 1816, with the printer’s errors corrected. 
The illustrations are pastiches unworthy of the novel.

THREE MEN IN A BOAT also published by Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 
18 cm. 186 pages. Paper covers. 

The misadventures of three friends and a dog during a camping holiday in a small 

boat on the River Thames; the further misadventures of the same three, grown older 

but not wiser, on a cycling holiday in Germany—these are the main threads of these 
two famous stories, which are rich in digression, anecdote and farcical but humane 
humour. Since their first publication in 1889 and 1900 they have never lost their 
appeal, for as lighthearted popular entertainment they have rarely been equalled. 
They have amused millions of readers in English and in many other languages. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS

THE WOOD BY THE WATER. K. F. Barker. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1957. 
20 cm. 142 pages. Illustrations by the author. 
This is the story of a recalcitrant squirrel, Chuck, son of the busiest nut-gatherer in 
the wood, who is too lazy to do his share of stocking the family fen ceo and 
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who decides to set up a larder of his own by stealing from the other animals. He 
becomes very unpopular and eventually finds himself without any offerings for The 
Feast of Christmas until a kindly uncle comes to the rescue. Rich in animal and bird 
lore, this very pleasantly illustrated book should give great pleasure to young 
naturalists of 8-10. 


TIGER IN THE BUSH. Nan Chauncy. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 

1957. 19 cm. 180 pages. Illustrated by Margaret Horder. 
Nan Chauncy’s new book is set in the Tasmania which she knows so well and 
describes so vividly and the ‘tiger’ of its title is the almost extinct Thylacinus 
cynocephalus, generally known as the Tasmanian tiger or wolf. An cleven-year-old 
boy, living on a lonely farm in the mountains, is shown the drinking-place of one of 
these rare animals on condition that he never gives the secret away; but he blurts it 
out to a party of visiting naturalists. Fearing that he has exposed the wild creature to 
the risk of capture, he is overcome by remorse till, with the help of his sister and an 
old hermit of the mountains, he outwits the scientists and saves the tiger. For ages 
10-14. 


A BOY AND FIVE HUSKIES. René Guillot. Translated from the French. 

Methuen, 13s.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations by J. de la Fontinelle. 
The sub-arctic wastes of Northern Canada are the setting of this new adventure story 
by a well-known French author of children’s books. It tells of a trek to the Far North 
by a fifteen-year-old boy, the son of a settler, who deliberately acts as decoy to draw 
a Canadian Mounted Policeman off the trail of his uncle, who is wrongly suspected 
of crime. The atmosphere throughout is grimly authentic, and one incident in 
particular—an attack by wolves on the hero and his dying Indian companion—is not 
recommended for squeamish readers. However, most boys and girls in the 11-15 
age-range will enjoy the book. M. Guillot’s skill in depicting animals is exemplified 
in the portraits of two of the husky dogs. 


BIM: THE LITTLE DONKEY. Story and photographs by Albert 
Lamorisse. Original text by Jacques Prévert. English version by Roger Lubbock. 
Putnam, 11s.6d. 1957. 28 cm. 40 pages. Numerous photographs. 

Bim is a handsome baby donkey belonging to a poor Arab boy, Abdallah, who lives 

on an Eastern Mediterranean island. Bim is seized by the Grand-Caliph’s son who 

wants him for himself. He annoys the Grand-Caliph by galloping all over the palace 
gardens, is sent off to the butchers and there stolen by two thieves. The Grand- 

Caliph’s son at first imprisons Abdallah when he tries to retrieve Bim, but the two 

boys become great friends and together rescue the little donkey from the thieves’ 

ship. This is a simple tale, suitable for children of 5-7. Told with great charm, it is 
illustrated with very fine photographs. 


BIBI, THE BAKER’S HORSE. Anna Bird Stewart. Hutchinson, 9s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Artur Horowicz. 

A simple story about a little Corsican horse which is acquired by the family of a 
baker of Avignon. The baker has a passion for horse-trading, and every November 
he sells a horse at the St. Andrew’s Fair and buys a new one. Bibi, however, is so 
intelligent, and so much loved by the baker’s family, that he is allowed to stay for 
two years, and when at last he is sold he uses his brains to outwit both buyer and 
seller and to return to the friends that he loves. For readers aged 7-10. 
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A SHADOW ON THE SEA. Tessa Theobald. Oxford University Press, 
gs.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

Four children spend a holiday, unhampered by grown-up supervision, in a cottage on 
the Pembrokeshire coast. They do a number of things that many children would like 
to do—go out to sea in a canoe, discover an uninhabited island, enact a supposedly 
Druid ritual at sunrise, and picnic on the beach by moonlight. The pathetic story of 
a guillemot with tar-clogged wings, which they take home and try to tame, provides 
the main consecutive interest. The book is spoiled by too much uninteresting, though 
no doubt realistic, dialogue. For ages 10-14. 


TIMMY MOVES HOUSE. Rosalind Vallance. Harrap, 5s. 1957. 19 cm. 
94 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Madeleine Mays. 

This is an unusual story about a subject which comes into most children’s experience, 
but is rarely written about. Timmy goes house-hunting with his mother; they discover 
a mews flat and he has the fun of helping to decorate it, exploring the old grooms’ 
houses, riding on the Underground, and finally riding in the furniture van to his new 
home. To crown his contentment, Timmy’s parents decide to adopt an orphaned 
Polish boy. The story is delightfully told, with just the sort of realistic details about 
moving that a child would notice. Suitable for younger children. 


BLAST OFF AT WOOMERA. Hugh Walters. Faber, 12s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 
202 pages. 
An exciting story about a 17-year-old schoolboy who, because he is gifted in the 
sciences and small enough to fit into a rocket, is given the chance of being the first 
human being to venture into space. It is a Government project, top-secret and danger- 
ous, and the dangers are considerably increased by the presence m tog unidentified spy 
on the rocket-construction team. The story is well told against a scientifically accurate 
background and should appeal to most young readers between the ages of 12 and 16. 


Non-Fiction 
INTRODUCING SCHUBERT. Kitty Barne. Dent, 7s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
76 pages. Drawings by J. J. Crockford. 

The pathos of Schubert’s life is apt to produce sentimental biographies, but Miss 
Barne has happily avoided this. Children from about 12 to 16 years old will enjoy 
her crisp style and intelligently selective account of the composer and the close circle 
of friends who evoked so many of his finest works. It is a pity that the qualities of 
accuracy and liveliness in the text are not matched by the illustrations. 


BOY SCOUT AND GIRL GUIDE STAMPS OF THE WORLD. 
Gordon Entwistle. Cassell, 7s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 90 pages. Illustrations. 

This small, well-illustrated volume describes the various stamp issues that have been 

made by over thirty countries, and commemorates the Boy Scout and Girl Guide 

movements, or special events in those quarters connected with scouting. Scoutin: 

and philately are each essentially international, and each has a world-wide seal 

This book, which ably links both interests, is to be welcomed. 


THE PORT OF LONDON. J. Grosvenor. Staples Press, 9s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 110 pages. Illustrations. 


London is the biggest port in the British Commonwealth of Nations. This short 
book, admirably clear, explains for readers in their teens the extent of the control

exercised by the Port of London Authority, delves into the long history of London 
navigation and dock construction and, by means of a cruise, explains present-day 
working conditions, both large and small scale. A number of good photographs 
enliven an already vivid text. 


THE MODERN YOUNG COOK. Philip Harben. Arco Publications, 8s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. Index. 
The charm and lucidity which have made Mr. Harben a popular television personality 
are here conveyed to readers—and these will be children of all ages, and many parents 
as well. Most of the recipes are for simple things that children are encouraged to 
begin with—tea, toast, scrambled eggs and kippers—but Mr. Harben makes it plain 
that these require careful preparation. He makes the baking of bread sound less 
daunting than it seems to most amateurs, and offers useful hints to campers, as well as 
suggesting menus for a Sunday dinner and a meal to be carried upstairs to a mother in 


bed. 


THRILLING EXPLOITS OF MODERN ADVENTURE. G. F. 
Lamb. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
This, the third book in a series of true adventure stories, covers a remarkable variety 
of notable exploits and makes excellent reading for a wide age range. Most boys 
between the ages of 11 or 12 and 15/16 should find it enthralling. Some of the 
adventures stem from the Second World War and include the attack on the Moehne 
Dam; escapes by land and sea, and the work of the ‘human torpedoes’. There are 
also peacetime adventures which are no less exciting, from the investigation of an 
active volcano to cave-exploring and the wreck of a transport plane on the Greenland 

ice-cap. 


THE SEA AND ITS RIVERS. Alida Malkus. Dobson, 10s.6d. 1957. 

20 cm. 210 pages. Illustrations by the author. Bibliography. Index. 
The title of this book refers not to the fresh-water rivers flowing from the land but 
to the great currents within the seas which prevent their waters from becoming 
stagnant. From here the author proceeds to a general elementary account of ocean- 
ography, touching on the original composition of the sea from rainfall, and the 
relation between the sea and the weather, while other chapters describe the mountain- 
ous formations beneath the waves, deep-sea monsters and various extraordinary 
geographical features such as the Galapagos Islands and the Sargasso Sea. Particularly 
suitable for the thirteen- or fourteen-year-old reader, the book is written with 
sufficient distinction to carry a much wider appeal. 


YOUR BOOK OF CRICKET. Michael Parker. Faber, 8s.6d. 1957. 21-5 cm. 
72 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

A short and simple practical manual, which is especially suitable for boys between 
g and 13. The author deals briefly with the elementary principles of batting and 
bowling and the rules to be observed in practising. The book is particularly strong in 
its practical hints on how to deal with the problems which may arise in the course of 
a match. The action photographs are well posed and the diagrams intelligently 
designed. 


CATHEDRALS. Edmund Vale. Batsford, 8s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 80 pages. 
Illustrations (some in colour) by John Mansbridge. Index. (Junior Heritage Books) 
The story of Britain’s cathedrals, their origins, parts and styles, is traced, in a straight- 
forward manner and with a commendable economy of words, from Roman times

to the present. An astonishing amount of information is packed into these eighty 
pages of text, photographs, plans and sketches.

There are 
maps Or photographs on almost every page and the style avoids too much approxima- 
tion to the textbook, although essential facts and figures are given. This will prove a 
useful book for the school library or for general reading for children of 10-15.
